[Amendment  to  Leases  of  Real  Property  at  3120  Mission  and  3425  Cesar  Chavez  Streets] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  Amendment  to  Leases  at  3120  Mission  and  3425  Cesar 
Chavez  Streets  for  the  Department  of  Human  Services. 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  entered  into 
a  Lease  dated  as  of  April  24,  2001  (the  "Lease")  with  KLW,  LLC,  as  landlord,  for  the 
premises  ("Premises")  comprising  approximately  37,000  square  feet  with  ten  (10)  free 
parking  stalls  located  at  3120  Mission  Street  and  providing  for  a  7-year  term  that  expires  on 
July  1,  2008;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  entered  into 
a  Lease  dated  as  of  May  15,  2003  (the  "3425  Cesar  Chavez  Street  Lease")  with  KLW, 
LLC,  as  landlord,  for  the  premises  (the  "3425  Cesar  Chavez  Street  Premises")  comprising 
approximately  2,251  square  feet  located  at  3425  Cesar  Chavez  Street  and  providing  for  a 
month-to-month  term,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Real  Estate  Division  at  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Human 
Services  negotiated  modifications  to  amend  the  Lease  and  the  3425  Cesar  Chavez  Street 
Lease  (collectively,  the  "Leases")  as  hereafter  set  forth;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  authorizes  the  Director  of  Property  to 
take  all  actions,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  enter  into  any  amendments  or  modifications 
(including  without  limitation,  the  exhibits)  to  the  Leases  (the  "Amendment  to  Leases")  on 
the  terms  and  conditions  herein  and  form  approved  by  the  City  Attorney  that  the  Director  of 
Property  determines,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  are  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
City,  do  not  increase  the  rent  or  otherwise  materially  increase  the  obligations  or  liabilities  of 
the  City,  are  necessary  or  advisable  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  the  Amendment  to 
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Leases  or  this  resolution,  and  are  in  compliance  with  all  application  laws,  including  City's 
Charter;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Amendment  to  Leases  shall  take  effect  as  of  the 
date  (the  "Effective  Date")  that  is  the  later  of  (a)  July  1,  2008,  or  (b)  the  date  City's  Mayor 
and  Board  of  Supervisors  enact  a  resolution  approving  the  Amendment  to  Leases,  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Amendment  to  Leases  shall  modify  the  Lease  to 
provide  that  the  3425  Cesar  Chavez  Street  Premises  and  its  entire  2,251  square  foot  area 
are  thereby  incorporated  into  the  Lease  resulting  in  the  "rentable  area"  subject  to  the  Lease 
being  expanded  from  37,000  to  39,251  rentable  square  feet  with  ten  (10)  free  parking 
stalls;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  accordance  with  the  Amendment  to  Leases, 
the  term  of  the  Lease  shall  be  extended  for  a  term  ("Extended  Term")  commencing  on  the 
Effective  Date  and  expiring  on  June  30,  2015  and.  concurrently,  the  3425  Cesar  Chavez 
Lease  (including  its  provision  relating  to  the  surrender  of  the  3425  Cesar  Chavez  Street 
Premises)  shall  immediately  terminate;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Amendment  to  Leases  shall  reduce  the  base 
monthly  rent  for  the  Extended  Term  to  $98,128  per  month,  or  $2.50  per  rentable  square 
foot,  subject  to  annual  Consumer  Price  Index  adjustments  commencing  on  July  1,  2009  of 
no  less  than  3%  and  no  more  than  6%;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Amendment  to  Leases  shall  modify  other 
provisions  of  the  Lease  with  respect  to  the  parties'  respective  obligations  relating  to  the 
use,  maintenance,  and  repair  of  the  Premises,  as  more  particularly  descnbed  in  the 
Amendment  to  Leases;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That,  as  provided  in  the  Lease  pnor  to  amendment,  the  City 
agrees  to  indemnity,  defend,  and  hold  harmless  Landlord  and  its  agents  from  and  against 
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any  and  all  claims,  costs,  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys 
fees,  incurred  as  a  result  of  (a)  City's  use  of  the  Premises,  (b)  any  default  by  City  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  the  Lease,  or  (c)  any  negligent  acts  or 
omissions  of  City  or  its  agents,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  property,  provided, 
however,  City  shall  not  be  obligated  to  indemnify  Landlord  or  its  agents  to  the  extent  any 
claim  arises  out  of  the  negligence  of  willful  misconduct  of  Landlord  or  its  agents;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  any  action  taken  by  any  City  employee  or  official  with 
respect  to  the  exercise  of  the  Amendment  to  Leases  as  set  forth  herein  is  hereby  ratified 
and  affirmed;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  City  shall  occupy  the  Premises  as  described  in  the 
Amendment  to  Leases  for  a  seven  (7)-year  term  expiring  June  30,  2015  unless  funds  for 
rental  payments  are  not  appropriated  in  any  subsequent  fiscal  year,  at  which  time  City  may 
terminate  the  Amendment  to  Lease  with  written  notice  to  Landlord  pursuant  to  Section 
3.1 05  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  .

[Authorizing  award  of  architectural  and  engineering  design  services  contract  for  the  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  Replacement  Program  and  adopting  findings  under  CEQA.] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  award  of  an  architectural  and  engineering  design  services 
contract  for  the  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Seismic  Compliance  Hospital 
Replacement  Program;  adopting  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality 
Act  ("CEQA"),  CEQA  Guidelines  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31, 
including  the  adoption  of  a  mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  and  a 
statement  of  overriding  considerations;  and  finding  that  the  proposed  project  Is  in 
conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b)  and  with  the 
General  Plan  consistency  requirement  of  Charter  Section  4.105  and  Administrative 
Code  Section  2A.53. 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Medical  Center  is  a  critically  important 
element  of  the  City's  public  health  care  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  All  of  the  Medical  Center's  acute  care  functions  are  performed  in  the 
existing  main  hospital  building,  a  seven  story  (plus  basement)  structure  built  in  1976  which 
contains  approximately  617,400  gross  square  feet  of  space;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  existing  main  hospital  building  does  not  meet  the  current  seismic 
safety  requirements  mandated  by  State  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  State  law  requires  that  the  hospital's  acute  care  functions  be  relocated  into 
a  seismically  conforming  hospital  building  by  no  later  than  2013  (or  2015  if  the  State 
authorizes  a  two-year  extension);  and, 

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  construct  a  new  acute  care  hospital  building  on  the 
existing  grounds  of  the  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Medical  Center  that  will  meet 
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mandated  seismic  safety  requirements  and  accommodate  all  of  the  necessary  acute  care 
functions  of  the  Medical  Center  as  more  particularly  described  in  the  Final  Environmental 
Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for  the  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Seismic  Compliance  Hospital 
Replacement  Program  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  or  about  March,  2007,  the  City  issued  a  Request  for  Qualifications  to 
provide  architectural  and  engineering  design  services  for  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  received  five  proposals  in  response  to  its  Request  for 
Qualifications  and,  after  evaluating  each  proposal  in  accordance  with  the  selection  process 
described  in  the  Request  for  Qualifications,  ranked  Fong  &  Chan  Architects,  Inc.  as  the 
highest  scoring  proposer;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City,  in  order  to  expedite  the  design  of  the  Project,  including  assisting 
in  completing  environmental  review  for  the  Project  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act,  California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections  21000  et  seq., 
("CEQA"),  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal.  Code  Regs.,  Section  15000  et  seq.,  ("CEQA 
Guidelines")  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  ("Chapter  31"),  entered  into 
an  interim  agreement  (with  two  amendments)  with  Fong  &  Chan  Architects,  Inc.  to  provide 
limited  architectural  and  engineering  design  services  for  the  Project  for  a  fee  not  to  exceed 
approximately  $9,750,000  (nine  million  seven  hundred  fifty  thousand  dollars);  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Project  as  set  forth  in  the  FEIR  calls  for  the  design  and  construction  of 
a  new  seven-story  (plus  two  levels  below  ground)  acute  care  hospital  building  of 
approximately  422,000+  square  feet  accommodating  approximately  284  hospital  beds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  estimates  that  it  will  require  design  and  construction  senyices 
through  the  anticipated  completion  date  of  2015  and  estimates  a  construction  cost  (escalated) 
of  $690,000,000,000  (six  hundred  ninety  million  dollars)  inclusive  of  the  fee  and  general 
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condition  costs  to  be  paid  to  the  Construction  IVIanager/General  Contractor  {"CM/GC")  for  pre- 
construction  and  construction  pliases  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  negotiated  a  proposed  final  contract  with  Fong  &  Chan 
Architects,  Inc.,  that  will  supercede  the  interim  agreement  and  authorize  the  Architect  to 
provide  all  of  the  architectural  design,  engineering,  and  construction  administration  services 
necessary  to  complete  the  design  and  construction  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pertinent  provisions  of  the  proposed  contract:  (a)  divide  the  Project  into 
several  major  increments,  generally  described  as  Site  Utilities  Relocation,  Service  Building 
Modifications,  and  the  New  Main  Hospital  Building;  (b)  require  the  Architect  to  cooperate  with 
and  coordinate  its  work  with  the  CM/GC  during  all  phases  of  the  design  and  construction  of 
the  Project  in  order  to,  among  other  things,  reduce  or  eliminate  field  and/or  implementation 
errors  and  conflicts  and  compress  the  Project  schedule  by  eliminating  or  reducing  redundant 
or  erroneous  efforts;  (c)  require  the  Architect  to  design  the  Project  within  a  specified  budget 
and  re-design  as  necessary  to  keep  the  Project  within  the  budget;  (d)  require  the  Architect  to 
provide  construction  cost  estimates  on  a  regular  basis  throughout  the  design  phases  of  the 
Project ;  and  (e)  provide  for  a  lump  sum  fixed  fee  of  $50,400,000  (fifty  million  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars)  and  a  reimbursable  expense  allowance  of  $750,000  (seven  hundred  fifty 
thousand  dollars)  for  all  architectural  and  engineering  design  sen/ices,  including  construction 
administration  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board,  in  accordance  with  the  actions  contemplated  in  this  Resolution 
makes  the  following  findings  in  compliance  with  CEQA,  CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31: 

(i)      The  Planning  Commission  certified  the  FEIR  for  the  Project  in  compliance  with 
the  CEQA,  the  CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31  on  June  19,  2008,  by  Motion  No.  17623, 
finding  that  the  FEIR  was  completed  in  compliance  with  CEQA  and  was  adequate,  accurate

[Celebrating  the  Success  of  the  Outside  Lands  Music  and  Arts  Festival] 

Resolution  commending  Another  Planet  Entertainment,  Superfly  Presents,  Starr  Hill 
Presents,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  the  Mayor's  Office,  the  San  Francisco 
Bicycle  Coalition,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department,  the  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency,  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  for 
the  outstanding  success  of  the  Outside  Lands  Music  and  Arts  Festival. 

WHEREAS,  from  August  22"''  through  August  24*^'  the  Outside  Lands  Music  and  Arts 
Festival  featured  65  rock  and  roll,  hip-hop,  Latin,  reggae,  and  folk  musical  acts  on  six  stages 
in  Golden  Gate  Park;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  event  was  the  first  concert  in  Golden  Gate  Park  which  included 
perfomnances  after  dark  and  the  first  multi-day  ticketed  event  held  in  the  park;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  festival  organizers  connected  the  event  to  the  history  of  Golden  Gate 
Park  and  the  City's  west  side  by  using  the  name  "Outside  Lands,"  which  was  the  original 
name  for  the  Sunset  District  before  the  park  was  built  when  it  was  an  inaccessible  area 
covered  in  sand  dunes;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  festival  organizers  focused  on  including  local  performers,  with  25%  of 
the  lineup  coming  from  the  Bay  Area,  including  such  artists  as  Sean  Hayes,  Two  Gallants,  the 
Coup,  and  Lyrics  Born;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Outside  Lands  festival  had  a  tremendous  impact  on  the  local  economy 
with  about  half  of  the  130,000  attendees  coming  from  more  than  fifty  miles  away,  which 
helped  fill  many  local  hotels  and  restaurants;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  businesses  near  the  park  reported  enjoying  their  largest  gross  sales 

ever  during  the  weekend;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  festival  organizers  conducted  extensive,  multilingual  community 
outreach  prior  to  the  festival;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  festival  organizers  worked  to  be  a  "green"  event  by  including  a  solar- 
powered  stage,  an  eco-village,  a  farmers'  market,  and  exhibits  and  activities  related  to 
environmental  conservation,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  festival  organizers  conducted  a  thorough  four-day  clean  up  that 
reportedly  left  the  park  in  better  condition  than  before  the  festival;  and 

WHEREAS,  based  on  permit  fees  and  portions  of  the  ticket  proceeds,  and  in  a  time 
when  the  City  is  facing  chronic  deficits,  Outside  Lands  will  contribute  $815,000  to  the  City, 
vastly  more  than  the  previous  record  of  $150,000  for  an  event  in  the  park;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  provided  complimentary  bicycle  valet 
parking,  which  helped  encourage  thousands  of  San  Franciscans  to  ride  their  bikes  to  the 
festival,  freeing  up  space  on  Muni  and  the  roads  for  out-of-town  visitors;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  analyzed  security  concerns  and 
worked  well  with  the  event's  peer-security  volunteers  to  ensure  a  safe  event;  and 

WHEREAS,  considering  the  massive  size  of  the  festival,  there  were  '  a  minimal 
number  of  complaints  from  the  neighbors  about  noise  or  other  disturbances;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  worked  extensively  with  the  festival 
organizers  to  help  with  community  outreach  as  well  as  the  preparation  and  cleanup  of  the 
event;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Mayor's  Office  offered  extensive  help  with  the  organization  of  the 
event  including  help  with  issues  relating  to  the  contract  and  labor  negotiations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Muni  deployed  an  additional  forty  buses,  as  well  as  portable  lighting  and 
SFMTA  on-street  staff  to  help  with  the  difficult  task  of  shuttling  tens  of  thousands  of  concert- 
goers  from  the  park  back  to  the  City  center;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Parking  and  Traffic  deployed  traffic  control  staff  to  help 
keep  the  streets  safe  and  orderly  for  the  unprecedented  late  night  departure  from  the  park; 
and 

WHEREAS,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  deployed  additional  staff  and  street 
sweeping  resources  to  clean  the  streets  after  the  festival  attendees  departed;  and

consistent  with  the  City's  General  Plan  and  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code 
Section  101.1. 


WHEREAS,  The  vacation  of  the  Ingleside  path  right-of-way  between  Ocean  Avenue 
and  Corona  Street  and  Urbano  and  Head  Streets  {the  "Vacation  Area")  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  has  been  proposed  in  order  to  facilitate  (a)  improved  safety  of 
adjacent  residents  and  citizens  and  appropriate  treatment  for  substantial  existing  private 
encroachments  on  the  Ingleside  Path  and  (b)  a  quit  claim  of  the  City's  interest  in  the  Path  to 
the  abutting  property  owners  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  sale  agreements  and  quit  claim  deeds 
substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto.  Copies  of  said  sale  agreomonts  and  quit  claim 
deeds  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  os  1122  ,  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  An  examination  of  the  Ingleside  Terrace  subdivision  map  and  San 
Francisco  Ordinance  No.  3547  reveal  that  the  paths  in  the  subdivision  were  not  expressly 
dedicated  to  the  City.  A  copy  of  said  Ordinance  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  08 11 22  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  However,  the 
general  public  used  the  paths  for  many  years,  and,  as  such,  the  City  acquired  an  implied 
common-law  dedication  through  the  public's  use  of  the  walkways;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  California  case  law  indicates  that  an  implied  common-law  dedication 
acquired  by  public  use  can  be  abandoned  if  there  is  evidence  of  a  clear  intent  to  abandon  the 
subject  property  or  nonuse.  Here,  the  City  manifest  its  intent  to  abandon  the  paths  both 
expressly  and  implicitly.  In  a  letter  dated  November  19,  1997,  then-Chief  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Work's  Bureau  of  Street-Use  and  Mapping,  Denise  Brady,  wrote  to  an  Ingleside 
Terrace  property  owner  stating  that  the  walkways  were  private  streets  belonging  to  the 
homeowners'  association.  A  copy  of  said  letter  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  081122  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  Additionally,  the  City 
allowed  the  pathways  to  be  fenced  off  from  general  public  use,  which  eliminated  public  use  of 
the  pathways  for  at  least  10  years.  The  City  also  took  no  action  to  prevent  property  owners 
from  constructing  various  improvements  over  such  pathways  at  significant  cost  to  such 
owners.  Because  the  City  treated  these  paths  as  private  and  allowed  fences  that  precluded 
all  public  access  for  many  years,  the  paths  have  been  abandoned  through  nonuse.  Further, 
as  a  result  of  the  City's  written  charactehzation  of  these  paths  as  private  and  its  acquiesce  in 
allowing  adjacent  property  owners  to  modify  the  paths  for  private  use,  the  City  expressly  and 
implicitly  abandoned  them  as  public  ways;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Notwithstanding  that  the  City  has  abandoned  these  paths  as  public  ways, 
the  City  finds  for  purposes  of  constructive  notice  and  in  furtherance  of  its  historic  practice  of 
following  State  law  procedures  to  vacate  and  convey  City  rights  in  public  ways  that  it  will 
proceed  with  vacation  of  such  ways  in  accordance  with  the  California  Streets  and  Highways 
Code  Sections  8300  et  seq.;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Vacation  Area  is  shown  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  Map  Nos.

WHEREAS,  Any  removal  or  relocation  of  a  utility  for  which  an  easement  or  license  has 
been  reserved  or  excepted  herein  for  the  benefit  of  any  party  shall  be  performed  at  no  cost  or

Resolution  establishing  the  City's  support  for  affordable  rates  for  PG&E  customers  and 
directing  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  participate  in  PG&E 
rate  proceedings  to  advocate  for  reasonable  rates. 


WHEREAS,  On  May  1 5,  2008,  PG&E  submitted  a  request  to  the  California  Public 
Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  for  approval  of  a  $2.4  billion  rate  increase  over  a  six-year  period 
to  improve  the  reliability  of  PG&E's  distribution  system.  Of  this  amount,  $2.3  billion  would  be 
for  capital  additions  to  the  company's  rate  base,  which  would  ultimately  cost  customers  far 
more  than  the  $2.4  billion  since  they  would  be  charged  for  taxes,  depreciation,  and  profits  for 
PG&E.  Consumer  representatives  have  estimated  that  ratepayers  will  continue  to  pay  for 
these  additions  through  2034,  at  an  additional  cost  of  more  than  $300  million  per  year  for 
seven  years  and  more  than  $200  million  per  year  for  an  additional  seven  years  after  that;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  this  same  request  PG&E  proposes  to  change  the  way  the  CPUC 
measures  PG&E  reliability  by  excluding  from  the  measurement  certain  outages  that  are 
currently  included.  The  result  of  this  change  could  be  that  PG&E's  outage  statistics  would 
look  better  even  if  its  customers  experienced  more  outages;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Consumer  representatives,  including  the  CPUC's  Division  of  Ratepayer 
Advocates,  The  Utility  Reform  Network,  the  California  Manufacturer's  and  Technology 
Association,  the  California  Large  Energy  Consumers  Association,  and  the  Energy  Producers 
and  Users  Coalition,  have  asked  the  CPUC  to  dismiss  PG&E's  request.  They  argue  that 
PG&E  already  collects  enough  money  in  rates  to  provide  reliable  service  and  that  the 
application  is  improper  since  PG&E  was  given  a  large  rate  increase  last  year  to  cover  its 
needs  through  2010;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Consumer  representatives  note  that  in  March  2007  the  CPUC  adopted  a 
decision  establishing  PG&E's  revenue  needs  for  gas  and  electric  service  for  2007-2010.  The 
result  was  a  revenue  requirement  of  $4.9  billion  (rather  than  the  $5.1  billion  PG&E  requested.) 
In  addition,  the  CPUC  agreed  to  give  PG&E  an  additional  $125  million  per  year  in  2008,  2009, 
and  2010,  as  well  as  an  additional  $35  million  in  2009  for  the  costs  of  a  refueling  outage  at 
PG&E's  Diablo  Canyon  nuclear  plant.  This  amounts  to  a  compound  percentage  increase  of 
12.46%.  The  CPUC  also  approved  increases  requested  by  PG&E  in  the  amounts  of  $98 
million  for  2007,  $102  million  for  2008,  $106  million  for  2009,  and  $111  million  for  2010  to 
cover  pension  costs  (Decision  07-03-044,  pages  3,  10,  11);  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  increases  in  revenue  requirements  are  ultimately  allocated  by  the 
CPUC  into  rates  for  PG&E's  retail  customers,  including  the  residents  and  businesses  in  San 
Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  $2.4  billion  increase  is  in  addition  to  PG&E's  request  for  a  rate 
increase  of  $877  million  to  cover  the  cost  of  PG&E's  "SmartMeter  Upgrade  Proposal".  This 
request  is  currently  under  review  by  the  CPUC  and  was  addressed  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  an  ordinance  finally  adopted  on  July  29,  2008,  in  File  No.  080849;  and, 

WHEREAS.  On  July  21 ,  2008,  PG&E  submitted  a  request  to  the  CPUC  to  include  in 
rates  another  $850  million  to  pay  for  the  capital  costs  of  building  a  560  megawatt  natural  gas 
power  plant  in  Alameda  County.  The  $850  million  covers  only  capital  costs  for  the  first  phase 
of  an  1 120  megawatt  plant  that  PG&E  plans  to  construct.  PG&E  has  not  publicly  disclosed 
the  additional  costs  of  constmcting  the  560  megawatt  project,  including  operations  and 
maintenance  costs,  administrative  costs,  taxes,  depreciation,  and  profits  for  PG&E;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  PG&E  has  also  recently  turned  to  the  Federal  Energy  Regulatory 
Commission  to  approve  additional  rate  increases  that  are  ultimately  paid  by  San  Francisco 
customers.  On  July  29,  2008,  PG&E  requested  a  revenue  requirement  of  $849  million  under 
its  Transmission  Owner  tariff.  This  is  an  increase  of  about  12%  over  the  $760  million  PG&E 
requested  on  July  30,  2007.  Increases  under  PG&E's  Transmission  Owner  tariff  increase  the 
costs  to  PG&E  retail  customers  as  well  as  the  cost  to  the  City  to  deliver  Hetch  Hetchy  energy 
to  City  facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  same  time  that  PG&E  seeks  higher  and  higher  rates  for  its 
customers,  it  also  shows  increased  earnings  for  shareholders.  On  August  6,  2008,  PG&E 
Corporation  reported  second  quarter  earnings  above  those  of  last  year  and  predicted  even 
higher  earnings  for  2009;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  it  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
support  affordable  and  reasonable  rates  for  PG&E's  customers;  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  Attorney  and  Public  Utilities  Commission  shall 
participate  in  PG&E  rate  proceedings  to  advocate  for  affordable  and  reasonable  rates.

[Resolution  of  Intention  to  form  the  Tourism  Improvement  District] 

Resolution  (1)  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a 
business-based  business  improvement  district  to  be  known  as  the  "Tourism 
Improvement  District"  and  levy  a  multi-year  assessment  on  Identified  hotel  businesses 
in  the  district,  (2)  approving  the  management  district  plan  for  the  district,  (3)  ordering 
and  setting  a  time  and  place  for  a  public  meeting  and  a  public  hearing  thereon, 
(4)  approving  the  form  of  the  Notice  of  Public  Meeting  and  Public  Hearing  and 
Assessment  Ballots,  and  (5)  directing  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  give 
notice  of  the  public  meeting  and  public  hearing  as  required  by  law. 

WHEREAS,  The  Property  and  Business  Improvement  District  Law  of  1994,  Part  7  of 
Division  18  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code,  commencing  with  Section  36600 
(the  "Law"),  authorizes  cities  to  establish  property  and  business  improvement  districts  to 
promote  the  economic  revitalization  and  physical  maintenance  of  such  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  36603  of  the  Law  recognizes  the  authority  of  Charter  cities  to 
adopt  ordinances  providing  for  different  methods  of  levying  assessments  for  similar  or 
additional  purposes  from  those  set  forth  in  the  Law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code 
("Article  15")  augments  certain  procedural  and  substantive  requirements  relating  to  the 
formation  of  property  and  business  improvement  districts  and  the  assessments  on  real 
property  or  businesses  within  such  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  authorize  the  City  to  levy  and  collect  assessments 
on  businesses  within  such  districts  for  the  purpose  of  providing  improvements  and  promoting 
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activities  and  business-related  services  that  specially  benefit  identified  businesses  located 
within  such  districts;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Law  and  Article  15  impose  additional  procedural  and  substantive 
requirennents  relating  to  assessnnents  on  businesses  within  a  proposed  property  and  business 
improvement  district;  and, 

WHEREAS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  business-related  services, 
activities  and  improvements  to  be  funded  with  assessments  on  defined  businesses  within  the 
proposed  district  will  confer  substantial  special  benefits  on  the  assessed  businesses  over  and 
above  the  general  benefits  to  the  public  at  large  from  such  services,  activities  and 
improvements;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  business  owners  who  will  pay  more  than  50%  (fifty  percent)  of  the 
total  amount  of  assessments  on  businesses  within  the  proposed  district  signed  and  submitted 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  petition  (the  "Petition")  requesting  that  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  establish  a  business-based  assessment  district  to  be  named  the  "Tourism 
Improvement  District"  and  levy  assessments  on  defined  hotel  businesses  located  in  the 
proposed  district  to  fund  hotel  business-related  services,  activities  and  improvements  within 
the  district;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  Management  District  Plan  entitled  the  "Tourism  Improvement  District 
Management  District  Plan"  containing  information  about  the  proposed  district  and 
assessments  required  by  Section  36622  of  the  Law,  including  but  not  limited  to  a  map  of  the 
district  in  sufficient  detail  to  locate  each  business  to  be  assessed,  a  description  of  the 
boundaries  of  the  district,  the  name  of  the  district,  the  total  annual  amount  chargeable  to  the 
entire  district,  the  duration  of  the  payments,  the  business-related  sen/ices,  activities  and 
improvements  to  be  funded  by  the  assessments  for  each  year  and  the  maximum  cost  thereof, 
the  method  and  basis  upon  which  the  assessments  are  calculated  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow 
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each  business  owner  to  calculate  the  amount  of  the  assessment  to  be  levied  against  his  or 
her  business,  a  statement  that  no  bonds  will  be  issued  to  finance  this  district,  the  time  and 
manner  of  collecting  the  assessments,  and  a  list  of  the  businesses  to  be  assessed,  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  evidence  supporting  the  assessments  within  the  proposed  district  has 
been  submitted  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Management 
District  Plan;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Pursuant  to  Section  36621(a)  of  the  Law  and  Article  15,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  declares  its  intention  to  form  a  property  and  business  improvement  district  to  be 
designated  as  the  "Tourism  Improvement  District "  ("TID"  or  "District")  for  a  period  of  15  years, 
and  to  levy  and  collect  assessments  against  all  defined  hotel  businesses  in  the  District  for  a 
period  of  15  years,  commencing  January  1,  2009.  The  District  will  not  be  formed,  however,  if 
business  owners  representing  a  majority  of  the  assessments  to  be  collected  vote  against 
formation  of  the  District.  Ballots  shall  be  weighted  according  to  the  proportional  financial 
obligation  of  each  affected  hotel  business,  in  relation  to  the  total  proposed  assessments  for 
the  District.  The  District  term  will  commence  January  1 ,  2009  with  services  beginning  July  1 , 
2009,  following  the  first  disbursement  of  assessment  revenues  to  the  TID  management 
corporation.  No  bonds  will  be  issued  to  finance  this  District 

Section  2.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Management  District 
Plan,  including  the  estimates  of  the  costs  of  the  business-related  services,  activities  and 
improvements  set  forth  in  the  plan,  and  the  assessment  of  said  costs  on  the  businesses  that 
will  specially  benefit  from  such  sen^ices,  activities  and  improvements,  including  the  Appendix 
of  documentation  regarding  the  elements  of  the  Plan.  A  copy  of  the  Management  District  Plan 
is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.081338.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board 
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shall  make  the  Management  District  Plan,  Appendix,  and  other  documents  related  to  the 
District  and  included  in  the  record  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  available  to  the  public  for 
review  during  normal  business  hours,  Monday  through  Friday  8:00  a.m.  through  5:00  p.m., 
excluding  legal  holidays. 

Section  3.    The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District  and  the  Zones  within  the  District 
are  as  set  forth  in  the  map  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  081338,  and  incorporated  herein  by  reference.  The 
exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  and  the  Zones  within  the  District,  are  described  as  follows: 

•  The  District  includes  all  tourist  hotels  generating  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  that 
operate  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  during  the  term  of  the  District,  and 
so  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District  are  the  same  as  the  contiguous  boundary 
of  the  municipal  corporation  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

•  These  tourist  hotels  are  divided  into  two  zones.  Zone  1  and  Zone  2: 

Zone  1  includes  all  tourist  hotels  with  addresses  on  or  east  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue,  on  or  east  of  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  on  or  north  of  16'^  Street 
from  South  Van  Ness  to  the  Bay,  including  all  tourist  hotels  east  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue  as  if  it  continued  north  to  the  Bay,  and  north  of  IB'*"  Street  as  if  it 
continued  east  to  the  Bay. 
-  Zone  2  includes  all  tourist  hotels  with  addresses  west  of  Van  Ness  Avenue  and 
South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  all  tourist  hotels  south  of  16"'  Street. 
Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  businesses,  in  order  to 
determine  which  hotels  are  in  which  zone. 

Section  4.    A  public  meeting  on  the  proposed  establishment  of  the  District  and  the 
levy  and  collection  of  assessments  starting  January  1 ,  2009  and  continuing  through 
December  31,  2023,  shall  be  conducted  by  the  Government  Audit  and  Oversight  Committee 
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of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  November  17,  2008  at  10:00  a.m.  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the 
matter  may  be  heard,  in  Room  263,  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco, 
California,  94102.  At  this  public  meeting,  the  Committee  will  hear  public  testimony  regarding 
the  proposed  formation  of  the  District  and  levy  of  new  assessments,  that  may  include 
testimony  regarding  the  boundaries  of  the  District,  the  proposed  types  of  business-related 
services,  improvements  and  activities  to  be  provided  by  the  District,  and  other  matters  related 
to  the  District. 

Section  5.  A  public  hearing  on  the  proposed  establishment  of  the  District  and  the  levy 
and  collection  of  assessments  starting  January  1 ,  2009  and  continuing  through  December  31 , 
2023,  shall  be  conducted  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  December  16,  2008  at  3:00  p.m. 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  matter  may  be  heard,  in  the  Board's  Legislative  Chambers, 
Second  Floor,  City  Hall,  1  Dr.  Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  San  Francisco,  California,  94102.  At 
this  public  hearing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hear  public  testimony  regarding  the  proposed 
formation  of  the  District,  assessments,  and  boundaries  of  the  District,  including  testimony  from 
all  interested  persons  for  or  against  establishment  of  the  District,  the  extent  of  the  District,  the 
levy  of  the  assessments,  the  furnishing  of  specific  types  of  business-related  services, 
improvements  and  activities,  and  other  matters  related  to  the  District.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  may  waive  any  irregularity  in  the  form  or  content  of  any  written  protest,  and  at  the 
public  hearing  may  correct  minor  defects  in  the  proceedings.

Section  7.    The  proposed  business-related  services,  improvements  or  activities  for 
the  District  include  tv^o  components:  For  years  one  through  fifteen,  marketing  and  promotions 
by  the  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau;  and  in  addition,  for  years  one  through 
five,  Moscone  Convention  Center  upgrades  and  renovation  plus  planning  for  possible 
expansion. 

The  fifteen-year  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  (SFCVB)  component 
will  consist  of: 

1 .  Marketing  and  Promotions  by  the  SFCVB  for  the  benefit  of  tourist  hotels,  including 
but  not  limited  to: 

•  Satellite  office  operations  and  start  up  costs; 

•  Satellite  office  staffing; 

•  Marketing  and  promotions  programs,  such  as  enhanced  print,  radio,  web  and 
television  advertisement,  improved  event  services,  technological  improvements 
for  online  room  booking;  and 

•  Marketing  and  promotion  staff  oversight. 

•  These  SFCVB  marketing  and  promotions  shall  not  be  duplicative  of  existing 
marketing  and  promotional  programs  funding  by  other  Business  Improvement 
Districts  and  Community  Benefit  Districts  in  the  City. 

2.  SFCVB  Operations  and  Administrative  Support. 

3.  SFCVB  Contingency  and  Reserves. 

4.  Contingency/Reserves/Administration  Costs  of  the  TID: 

•  Will  be  used  to  cover  unforeseen  costs  and  escalation  for  services  and 
improvements  listed  under  #1  -  #3,  above. 

•  Will  be  used  to  cover  administrative  costs  and  expenses  related  to  the 
administration  of  the  new  non-profit  management  corporation  that  will  administer 
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the  TID  revenues,  including  reimbursement  of  cost  of  services  and  other 
expenses  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  and  other  City  departments  for 
collection  and  disbursement  of  the  assessment  and  related  administration 
functions. 

•    Includes  payment  of  up  to  $400,000  to  cover  costs  incurred  in  forming  the  TID, 
including  costs  incurred  by  the  TID  steering  committee,  the  San  Francisco 
Convention  &  Visitors  Bureau  and  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
during  the  formation  process.  Such  reimbursable  costs  include,  for  example, 
costs  arising  out  of  or  related  to  preparation  of  the  management  plan, 
development  of  the  petitions  and  ballots,  administration  of  the  election  process 
related  to  the  petition  and  ballots,  setting  up  the  TID  assessment  billing  and 
collection  systems  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  reimbursement  of 
actual  costs  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector,  and  related  consultant  and 
attorney  fees,  consistent  with  Section  151 1(d)  of  the  San  Francisco  Business 
and  Tax  Regulations  Code. 
The  five-year  Moscone  Convention  Center  component  will  consist  of: 

1 .  Renovation  and  upgrades,  including  capital  improvements  to  Moscone  Center 
North,  South  and  West,  such  as  state  of  the  art  technology  upgrades  and  various 
structural  projects. 

2.  Monitoring  of  TID  funds  provided  for  the  improvements  to  Moscone  Center. 

3.  Design,  engineering,  planning  and  entitlements  (permits  issued  by  the  Planning 
Department  or  other  regulatory  agencies)  activities,  and  services  pertaining  to  the 
proposed  expansion  of  Moscone  Center  as  a  whole,  such  as  architectural 
engineering  fees  for  the  proposed  expansion. 
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4.  Contingency/Reserves  for  unforeseen  costs  and  escalation  for  improvement  areas 
listed  under  #1  and  #2  above;  and  for  a  proportionate  share  of  the  TID 
administrative  costs  and  expenses  related  to  the  administration  of  the  new  non- 
profit management  corporation  that  will  administer  the  TID  revenues,  including 
reimbursement  of  cost  of  services  and  other  expenses  to  the  City  Treasurer  and 
Tax  Collector  and  other  City  departments  for  collection  and  disbursement  of  the 
assessment  and  related  administration  functions. 
Section  8.    The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first 
year  of  the  District  (calendar  year  2009)  is  $27,000,000.  The  amount  of  the  annual 
assessment  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  year  two  through  year  fifteen  (calendar  year  2010 
through  calendar  year  2023)  may  increase  or  decrease  annually  according  to  the  gross 
revenue  from  tourist  rooms.  The  total  maximum  assessment  that  could  be  collected  for  years 
one  through  five  the  district,  is  $182,043,000.  The  total  maximum  assessment  that  could  be 
collected  for  years  six  through  fifteen  the  district,  is  $735,085,395.  The  total  maximum 
assessment  that  could  be  collected  for  years  one  through  fifteen  of  the  district,  is 
$917,128,395. 

Section  9.    The  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  directed  to  give  notice  of  the  public  meeting  and

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  not  require  a  new  conditional 
use  authorization  for  a  project  that  received  a  conditional  use  authorization  phor  to  the 
effective  date  of  these  interim  controls  but  has  not  yet  received  its  final  building  or  site  permit, 
except  that  a  new  conditional  use  shall  be  required  in  a  case  where  that  conditional  use 
authorization  has  expired  either  pursuant  to  its  terms  or  upon  the  expiration  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  final  approval;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  eighteen 
(18)  months  unless  extended  by  the  Board,  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation  for 
the  area,  whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  advance  and  are  consistent  with 
Priority  Policy  Numbers  2  and  4  of  Planning  Code  Section  101.1.  By  requiring  a  public  hearing 
and  conditional  use  authorization  for  new  large  development  projects,  the  controls  will 
conserve  and  protect  the  quality  of  life  for  the  residents  of  the  existing  neighborhoods 
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surrounding  the  Southern  19'^  Avenue  Corridor  and  also  ensure  that  new  development  does 
not  impede  Muni  transit  service  or  overburden  the  area's  streets  and  neighborhood  parking. 

The  Board  finds  that  these  controls  will  have  no  effect  upon  Priority  Policy  Numbers  1.3,5,  6, 
7,  and  8  and  thus  will  not  conflict  with  those  Policies.

Resolution  calling  upon  San  Francisco  iiospitals  and  retailers  to  help  reduce  infant 
exposure  to  Bisphenol  A  (BPA)  by  discontinuing  the  sale  and  distribution  of  baby 
bottles  containing  BPA. 


WHEREAS,  Bisphenol  A  (BPA)  is  one  of  the  highest  volume  chemicals,  produced 
worldwide,  and  is  used  as  a  key  component  of  polycarbonate  plastic;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Biomonitoring  studies  conducted  by  the  United  States  Center  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention  have  established  that  BPA  is  present  in  93%  of  Americans  six  years 
and  older;  and, 

WHEREAS,  BPA  is  a  suspected  endocrine  disrupter  that  could  potentially  damage 
human  health;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Newborns  and  infants  are  a  population  particularly  vulnerable  to 
endocrine  disrupting  effects  of  BPA;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  federal  government  has  the  authority  to  regulate  BPA 
but  to  date  has  not  taken  protective  action  even  though  an  expert  panel  from  the  National 
Toxicology  Program  (NTP)  Center  for  the  Evaluation  of  Risks  to  Human  Reproduction 
(CERHR)  expressed  some  concern  that,  in  infants  and  children,  exposure  to  BPA  causes 
neural  and  behavioral  effects;  and, 

WHEREAS,  while  international  scientific  bodies  have  not  reached  a  consensus  about 
the  potential  harm  posed  by  exposure  to  BPA,  Canada  has  banned  polycarbonate  baby 
bottles  and  is  developing  stringent  limits  for  the  leaching  of  BPA  from  infant  formula  cans; 
and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  2003  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  (San 
Francisco)  adopted  the  Precautionary  Principle  as  the  foundation  for  its  Environment  Code, 
mandating  anticipatory  action  to  prevent  harm;  and  is  committed  to  reducing  unnecessary 
risks  for  its  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Due  to  widespread  public  concern  about  the  safety  of  products  containing 
BPA,  manufacturers  such  as  Playtex  and  Nalgene  have  adopted  a  precautionary  approach 
and  have  moved  to  voluntarily  eliminate  BPA  from  their  products;  and, 

WHEREAS,  National  retailers  like  Wal-Mart,  Whole  Foods,  and  Toys-R-Us  are  also 
supporting  such  a  precautionary  approach  and  are  no  longer  selling  products  designed  for 
young  children  that  contain  BPA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2005  San  Francisco  adopted  the  United  Nations  Urban  Environmental 
Accords  which  calls  on  cities  to  regulate  or  reduce  the  use  of  toxic  chemicals  used  by  the  city 
or  its  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2007  San  Francisco  adopted  the  Healthy  Products  Healthy  Children 
Ordinance  that  banned  chemicals  called  phthalates  from  being  sold  in  children's  products  and 
emphasized  the  importance  of  taking  future  action  to  address  the  issue  of  BPA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  survey  of  San  Francisco  retail  stores  found  that  approximately  50 
percent  of  baby  bottles  offered  for  sale  in  those  stores  contain  BPA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  A  number  of  San  Francisco  hospitals  distribute  plastic  baby  bottles  to  new 
mothers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  alternatives  to  polycarbonate  baby  bottles  containing  BPA  exist  and 
are  available  on  the  United  States  market;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  establishing  City  policy  opposing  renewal  of  the  wastewater  discharge 
permit  for  MIrant's  Potrero  Power  Plant  Unit  3  and  urging  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  to  decline  to  issue  a  permit  extension. 

WHEREAS,  Southeast  San  Francisco  has  a  disproportionate  number  of  industrial  and 
polluting  facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  community  have  worl^ed  for  many  years  to  reduce  the  harm 
caused  by  the  old,  dirty,  inefficient  power  plants  in  Southeast  San  Francisco,  including  the 
Potrero  Power  Plant;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Potrero  Power  Plant  emits  an  unreasonable  amount  of  pollution  that 
damages  public  health  and  the  environment  of  San  Francisco  Bay  and  has  been  doing  so  for 
many  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  consistently  opposed  the  use  and  discharge  of  Bay  water  for 
power  plant  cooling  due  to  the  harm  to  public  health  and  the  environment.  See  for  example 
Resolution  Nos.  254-06,  84-05,  and  458-03;  and, 

WHEREAS.  Mirant  operates  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  Unit  3  (Potrero  Unit  3)  under  a 
wastewater  discharge  permit  that  was  issued  in  1994  for  a  five-year  term,  and  administratively 
extended  by  the  San  Francisco  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  (Water  Board)  until 
2005,  without  the  public  review  required  by  state  and  federal  law;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  10,  2006,  the  Water  Board  granted  Mirant  a  further  limited 
extension  of  the  wastewater  discharge  permit  for  Potrero  Unit  3  until  December  31,  2008;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Water  Board's  May  10,  2006  order  sets  forth  the  Water  Board's 
intention  to  "prohibit  the  discharge  of  once  through  cooling  water,  to  the  extent  allowed  by  law. 
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environmental  effects  on  San  Francisco  Bay."  (Finding  #22  of  the  May  10,  2006  Order);  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  1 ,  2008,  Mirant  filed  an  application  with  the  Water  Board  to  renew 
its  discharge  permit  for  Potrero  Unit  3;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mirant's  application  fails  to  propose  an  alternative  to  once-through  cooling 
at  Potrero  Unit  3  or  any  mitigations  to  address  the  harm  caused  by  once-through  cooling;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Mirant's  application  does  not  even  address  the  requirement  that  it  show 
that  the  discharge  from  Potrero  Unit  3  has  no  significant  adverse  environmental  effects  on 
San  Francisco  Bay  (the  Bay);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Potrero  Unit  3  uses  over  206  million  gallons  per  day  of  Bay  water  for 
cooling,  making  it  the  largest  power  plant  that  still  uses  water  drawn  from  the  Bay  in  a  once- 
through  cooling  system;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  record  before  the  Water  Board  on  Potrero  Unit  3  contains  extensive 
evidence  of  substantial  harm  to  the  Bay  that  results  from  the  operation  of  Potrero  Unit  3  and 
the  use  of  once-through  cooling  at  the  plant;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Potrero  Unit  3  water  intake  and  discharge  structures  do  not  meet  current 
minimum  federal  and  state  design  standards  for  protection  of  the  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Millions  offish  and  invertebrate  animals  are  killed  each  year  because  the 
Potrero  Unit  3  intake  and  discharge  structures  do  not  meet  minimum  standards,  and  the  Bay 
ecosystem  is  impacted  by  this  loss  of  aquatic  life  and  habitat;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  wastewater  discharged  from  Potrero  Unit  3  into  the  Bay  contains 
numerous  pollutants  of  concern  such  as  copper,  mercury,  dioxins  and  PCBs  that  harm  the 
environment;  and. 
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on  fish  from  the  Bay  to  supplement  their  diets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Potrero  Unit  3  discharges  heated,  polluted  water  into  the  Bay  in  shallow 
water  where  there  is  inadequate  dilution  of  the  chemicals,  and  this  shallow  water  discharge 
also  stirs  up  polluted  sediments  and  redistributes  them  into  the  Bay;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Water  Board  has  re-classified  Potrero  Unit  3  as  a  major  discharger 
because  of  impacts  from  (1 )  the  intake  of  Bay  water,  (2)  the  discharge  of  heated  wastewater, 
and  (3)  the  high  volume  discharge  of  pollutants  that  threaten  water  quality;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric  Administration  has  determined 
that  a  once-through  cooling  system  discharging  to  the  Bay,  such  as  the  one  for  Potrero  Unit  3, 
destroys  habitat  and  aquatic  life  in  the  Bay;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  Water  Resources  Control  Board  (State  Board)  is  considering 
adoption  of  a  new  once-through  cooling  policy  for  power  plants  that  would  establish  a  process 
and  schedule  for  eliminating  once-through  cooling  for  power  plants  on  coastal  and  bay  waters; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  State  Board  recently  published  a  report  by  its  consultants  and  the 
Ocean  Protection  Council  that  considers  a  policy  that  would  eliminate  once-through  cooling 
using  coastal  or  bay  waters  by  2018,  and  also  addresses  the  potential  for  implementing  such 
a  policy  by  2012;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Independent  System  Operator  (CAISO)  has  continued  to 
modify  its  stated  requirements  for  closing  Potrero  Unit  3;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  June  2008,  the  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  of  the  CAISO 
stated  in  a  letter  to  Mayor  Newsom  that  when  the  Trans  Bay  Cable  is  completed,  Potrero  Unit 
3  will  not  be  required  to  operate  for  reliability;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  has  consistently  maintained 
that  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  can  be  replaced  by  transmission  additions  that  are  currently 
underway  in  combination  with  new  in-City  transmission  upgrades  and  demand-management 
programs;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PG&E  has  stated  that  once  it  completes  the  Martin-Hunters  Point  115kV 
transmission  project,  expected  to  be  complete  in  April  2009,  only  96  megawatts  of  electric 
generation  will  be  required  in  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  requirement  for  96  megawatts  of  generation  could  be  met  even 
without  Potrero  Unit  3;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Substantial  transmission  upgrades  to  the  San  Francisco  and  Greater  Bay 
Area  transmission  systems  have  already  been  completed  and  more  are  underway;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Trans  Bay  Cable  is  scheduled  to  be  placed  in  service  before  the  end 
of  2010;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  PG&E,  additional  energy  efficiency,  demand  response,  and 
transmission  upgrades  can  be  put  into  place  expeditiously;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  consistently  stated  its  preference  for  energy  efficiency, 
renewable  energy,  and  transmission  over  fossil-fueled  resources  and,  consistent  with  the 
State's  energy  policies,  has  stated  that  any  fossil-fueled  resources  that  are  required  should  be 
clean,  efficient,  and  flexible  in  order  to  promote  environmental  justice,  reduce  emissions,  and 
complement  increasing  reliance  on  renewable  resources;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Unless  a  firm  deadline  for  compliance  is  enforced,  Potrero  Unit  3  may 
continue  to  operate  indefinitely  out  of  compliance  with  federal  and  state  standards,  as  it  has 
operated  during  at  least  the  past  ten  years;  and. 
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able  to  continue  to  operate  Potrero  Unit  3  with  the  existing  once-through  cooling  system;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  it  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to 
oppose  renewal  of  the  wastewater  discharge  permit  for  Potrero  Unit  3;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Water  Board  to 
decline  to  issue  a  new  wastewater  discharge  permit  for  Potrero  Unit  3;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  if  the  Water  Board  is  considering  a  limited  renewal  of  the 
discharge  permit  for  Potrero  Unit  3,  it  should  not  grant  a  limited  renewal  unless  the  following 
conditions  are  met: 

1 )  By  November  1 ,  2008,  Mirant  presents  a  detailed  and  feasible  proposal  to  eliminate 
once-through  cooling  at  Potrero  Unit  3  and  bring  Potrero  Unit  3  into  compliance  with  state  and 
federal  laws  no  later  than  December  31,  2010;  and, 

2)  By  November  1,  2008,  Mirant  presents  a  detailed  and  feasible  proposal  for 
immediate  interim  steps  to  reduce  harm  to  the  Bay  while  it  is  operating  out  of  compliance  with 
water  quality  standards,  and  Mirant  commences  implementation  of  such  steps  by  December 
31,  2008;  and, 

3)  By  December  31 ,  2010,  Mirant  has  i)  ceased  the  use  of  once-through  cooling  by 
Potrero  Unit  3,  ii)  demonstrated  compliance  with  all  current  water  quality  standards,  and  ill) 
demonstrated  that  wastewater  discharge  from  Potrero  Unit  3  will  not  adversely  impact  the 
Bay.

WHEREAS,  Assunta  Adelaide  Luigia  Modotti  MondinI,  known  as  Tina  Modotti,  was  a 
celebrated  photographer,  documentarian,  model,  actress,  and  a  famed  revolutionary  political 
activist  who  demonstrated  heroism,  passion,  and  self-sacrifice  in  all  of  her  work;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  1913,  Tina  Modotti  emigrated  to  San  Francisco  from  the  Friuli  district  of

Resoiution4iuthorizing  the  Port  to  execute  an  amendment  to  the  settlement  agreement 
between  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  (PG&E)  and  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  dated  June  14,  2005,  In  the  matter  of  PG&E's  petition  for  relief  under  the 
Bankruptcy  Code  (Federal  ID  No.  94-0742640).  The  settlement  resolves  a  claim  of 
encroachment  by  PG&E's  Hunter's  Point  Power  Plant  on  Custer,  Davidson,  India  and 
Ingalls  Streets,  by:  (1)  extending  PG&E's  right  to  continue  occupying  approximately 
35,465  square  feet  of  Custer  and  Davidson  Streets  until  July  31,  2012,  and  to  continue 
occupying  approximately  56,484  square  feet  of  Custer,  Davidson,  India  and  Ingalls 
Streets  until  July  31,  2016,  with  option  to  extend  each  period  of  occupancy  for  periods 
of  6  months  at  a  time  with  the  Port's  prior  written  consent;  and  (2)  delaying  the 
commencement  date  of  a  5-year  lease  to  PG&E  of  approximately  1,421  square  feet  of 
Davidson  Street  from  January  1,  2008  to  August  1,  2012. 


WHEREAS,  Charter  Section  B3.581  empowers  the  Port  Commission  with  the  authority 
and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate  and  control  the  lands  within 
Port  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  April  2001 ,  PG&E  filed  a  voluntary  petition  for  relief  under  Chapter  1 1  of

WHEREAS,  The  Settlement  Agreement  requires  the  Port  to  refrain  from  ejecting  PG&E 
From  the  Plant  Property  so  long  as  PG&E's  occupancy  is  necessary  to  continue  operation  of 
the  power  plant  in  accordance  with  an  Independent  Systems  Operator  order,  and  to  complete 
decommissioning  of  the  plant  and  for  site  remediation;  and

Resolution  urging  the  IVIunicipal  Transportation  Agency  and  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  to  collaborate  and  create  health  protective  truck  route  planning  in  Southeast 
Neighborhoods.  Encouraging  cooperation  between  DPH  and  SFMTA  and  the  local 
community  in  identifying  and  correcting  health  and  safety  related  issues  associated 
with  truck  traffic.  Urging  DPH  to  create  a  truck  related  exposure  map  identifying  areas 
of  significant  exposure  to  air  quality,  noise  and  traffic  hazards.  Urging  SFMTA  to  create 
a  mitigation  plan  to  address  the  impacts  of  local  truck  traffic  on  residential 
communities  of  southeast  San  Francisco  that  protects  community  health  and  provides 
efficient  routes  for  commercial  vehicle  traffic. 

WHEREAS,  residents  of  southeast  San  Francisco  live  with  the  health  impact  of 
transportation  planning  decisions  made  over  the  last  generation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  heavy  local  and  regional  freight  traffic  has  been  disproportionately 
channeled  through  neighborhoods  of  working  people,  communities  of  color  and  immigrants; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  the  California  Air  Resources  Board  has  recommended  that  sensitive  land 
uses,  such  as  homes,  elder  homes,  schools  and  daycare  sites  not  be  located  within  500  feet 
of  roadways  carrying  more  than  100,000  vehicles  per  day;  and, 

WHEREAS,  PODER  and  the  Chinese  Progressive  Association,  together  with  San 
Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (SFDPH)  and  the  University  of  California-Berkeley, 
School  of  Public  Health  and  southeast  community  residents,  conducted  a  Health  Impact 
Assessment  that  found  significant  health  impacts  from  existing  truck  traffic  volumes;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  southeast  San  Francisco  bears  a  significant  burden  of  San  Francisco's 
commercial  traffic  volume  resulting  in  harmful  exposure  to  vehicle  exhaust  and  traffic  noise 
For  residents  and  injury  hazards  on  residential  streets  where  children  play;  and, 

WHEREAS,  in  a  PODER  survey,  over  46%  of  residents  of  the  Excelsior  District 
reported  smelling  pollution  front  exhaust  in  front  of  their  homes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  1-280  and  US  Highway  101  collectively  bring  approximately  over  300,000 
vehicles  per  day  within  less  than  100  feet  from  the  nearest  residences  and  result  in  high 
commercial  vehicle  traffic  on  residential  streets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  freeway  traffic  and  local  truck  traffic  create  air  pollution  hot  spots  in  the 
Excelsior  District  and  throughout  southeast  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  air  pollution  associated  with  roadway  proximity  contributes  to  cancer, 
childhood  respiratory  disease,  and  impaired  lung  development,  and  traffic  noise  causes  sleep 
disturbance,  and  is  associated  with  hypertension  and  heart  disease;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Excelsior  neighborhood  had  the  highest  overall  number  of  asthma 
hospitalizations  of  all  San  Francisco  zip  codes  from  2001-2006,  and  the  district  has  high  rates 
of  mortality  from  ischemic  heart  disease,  stroke,  lung  cancer,  lung  disease  and  traffic 
collisions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  West  Oakland,  another  local  community  impacted  by  diesel  engine  truck

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  Department  of  Public  Health  to 
create  a  truck  related  human  exposure  map  that  includes  exposure  air  pollution,  noise,  and 
traffic  hazards  resulting  from  truck  and  motor  vehicle  traffic  adjacent  to  and  within  residential 
areas;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  the  SFMTA  to  create  a 
mitigation  plan  to  address  the  impacts  of  local  truck  traffic  on  residential  communities  of 
southeast  San  Francisco  that  protects  community  health,  provides  efficient  routes  for 
commercial  vehicle  traffic,  and  that  includes  the  following  elements:

WHEREAS,  City  and  Agency  staff  have  been  working  diligently  with  Lennar  BVHP,  a 
California  limited  liability  company,  and  its  affiliates  and  consultants  on  the  planning, 
community  review,  environmental  review,  and  related  predevelopment  matters  associated

notwithstanding  fluctuations  in  the  marketplace  (the  "Partner  Requirement",  as  defined  in  the 
Phase  2  ENA);  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  19,  2008,  the  Agency  confirmed  the  Developer's  satisfaction  of 
the  Partner  Requirement  with  the  addition  of  Kimco  Developers,  Inc.  and  MACTEC 
Development  Corporation  as  key  strategic  partners  in  the  areas  of  retail  and  infrastructure, 
respectively,  and  the  addition  of  affiliates  of  Scala  Real  Estate  Partners,  LP,  Hillwood 
Development  Company,  LLC  and  Estein  &  Associates  USA  Ltd.  as  key  equity  partners 
(Agency  Resolution  No.  86-2008);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Both  Proposition  G  and  the  Conceptual  Framework  provide  specific 
guidance  on  an  appropriate  financing  plan  for  the  Project,  including  without  limitation  the 
following:  (i)  the  Project  financing  should  rely  on  private  capital  and  land  secured  tax  exempt 
financing,  such  as  tax  increment  and  Mello-Roos  bonds,  that  leverages  private  investment 
and  minimizes  adverse  impacts  to  the  City's  General  Fund;  (ii)  the  Project  must  be  financially 
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feasible  and  provide  a  risk  adjusted  market  rate  of  return  to  the  Developer  to  support  the 
required  investment  of  private  capital  in  the  Project  and  the  transaction  structure  should 
simultaneously  prioritize  the  delivery  of  the  Project's  core  public  benefits  like  parks,  jobs  and 
affordable  housing,  and  (iii)  except  with  regard  to  the  use  of  the  citywide  Affordable  Housing 
Fund,  the  Project  should  not  use  property  tax  increment  generated  from  any  part  of  a 
redevelopment  area  outside  of  the  Project  site  to  finance  the  construction  of  improvements 
within  the  Project  site;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  accordance  with  the  Phase  2  ENA,  the  Developer  has  prepared  a 

finance  plan,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  can  be  found  in  Board  File  No.  081399  (the 

"Finance  Plan").  The  Finance  Plan  was  endorsed  by  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Project  Area 
Committee  and  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee  at  a  joint  meeting  on 
October  20,  2008,  and  by  the  Agency  on  October  27,  2008  (Agency  Resolution  No.  130- 
2008);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Finance  Plan  is  not  a  binding  agreement  that  commits  the  Agency  or 
the  City  to  proceed  with  the  approval  or  implementation  of  the  Project,  but  it  outlines  the 
financial  terms  on  which  the  Agency,  the  City,  and  the  Developer  will  negotiate  in  good  faith  to 
reach  agreement  on  the  final  transaction  documents  for  the  Project.  Consistent  with  the 
Conceptual  Framework  and  Proposition  G,  the  Finance  Plan  demonstrates  that  the  Project 
can  be  self-sufficient  -  meaning  that  the  Project  can  be  financed  with  Developer  equity  and 
certain  forms  of  tax-exempt  financing  from  the  Project  itself  such  as  Mello  Roos  and  property 
tax  increment  financing,  and  that  the  City's  General  Fund  will  not  pay  for  the  infrastructure  and 
capital  needs  of  the  Project.  As  set  forth  in  the  Finance  Plan,  the  total  Project  cost  is

WHEREAS,  The  Finance  Plan  includes  a  summary  of  the  sources  and  uses  of  funds,  a 
cash  flow  proforma  analysis,  a  general  description  of  the  proposed  transaction  structure,  a 
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description  of  the  Project,  key  financial  terms  for  a  new  49ers  stadium,  and  a  letter  from 
CBRE  Consulting,  Inc.  and  C.H.  Elliott  &  Associates  validating  certain  financial  assumptions;

WHEREAS,  The  Project,  as  ultimately  proposed  by  the  Agency,  the  City,  and  the 
Developer,  will  be  subject  to  a  process  of  thorough  public  review  and  input  and  all  necessary

WHEREAS,  The  Friends  of  Lincoln  Park  have  proposed  to  fiscally  sponsor,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Park's  Trust,  the  repair  of  the  California  Street  Stairs  and  adjacent 
retaining  walls  and  the  installation  of  hand-crafted  tiles  on  the  California  Street  Stairs  and

Resolution  declaring  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  maintain  the  Francisco 
Reservoir  as  open  space  and  urging  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission,  in 
light  of  the  General  Plan  designating  the  property  as  such,  to  preserve  the  property  for 
public  recreation  and  open  space. 


WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  acquired  approximately  4  acres  of 
land  known  as  the  Francisco  Reservoir  Tract  ("the  property")  in  1930  from  Spring  Valley 
Water  Company,  which  land  is  bordered  by  Hyde,  Larkin  and  Bay  Streets  and  homes  on 
Chestnut  Street ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  property  now  includes  the  abandoned  Francisco  Reservoir  and  Bay 
Street  Park  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  (PUC),  approximately  one 
acre  of  hillside  land  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Commission  and  the 
900  block  of  Francisco  Street  right-of-way  under  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was 
transferred  to  its  predecessor,  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  for  use  as  a  reservoir, 
without  any  payment  to  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  property  is  no  longer  being  used  as  a  reservoir  and  has  not  been 
used  for  a  reservoir  for  a  number  of  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Jurisdiction  over  the  one  acre  hillside  was  transferred  to  the  Recreation 
and  Parks  Commission  by  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  7103  in  1947;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  PROPOSITION  C  "Parks  and  Playgrounds"  provided  $58,000  for 
completion  of  a  park  on  this  hillside  portion  of  the  property  and  plans  were  developed  and 
accepted  by  the  City  in  1955  (park  plans  for  the  entire  property  were  concurrently  developed 
by  the  Russian  Hill  Improvement  Association);  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  stated  the  need  for  the  entire 
property  to  provide  adequate  recreation  and  park  services  for  the  northeastem  part  of  San 
Francisco  in  1958;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  have  in 
2007-2008  indicated  the  possibility  of  declaring  that  part  of  the  property  under  its  jurisdiction 
"surplus"  and  selling  it  for  private  development;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  General  Plan  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  designates 
the  entire  property  for  "Public  Recreation  and  Open  Space"  even  if  the  property  is  designated 
as  surplus  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission;  and, 

WHEREAS,  For  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  realize  any  profit  from  the  property, 
the  General  Plan  would  have  to  be  amended  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  critically  short  of  public  open  space  with  only  one-half 
the  national  standard  (the  national  standard  being  ten  acres  of  open  space  per  1,000  people); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  unique  topography  and  current  density  make  open  space 
acquisition  a  particular  challenge.  With  739,426  people  living  on  a  peninsula  of  47  square 
miles,  San  Francisco  is  second  only  to  New  York  City  among  American  Cities  in  population 
density;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  northeast  area  of  San  Francisco  is  particularly  lacking  in  open  space 
despite  the  great  needs  of  it's  high-density  residential  and  tourist  traffic;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  The  property  currently  serves,  and  could  serve  much  better,  the  acute 
open  space  and  recreational  needs  of  the  area;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  property  is  a  major  visual  asset  for  the  City,  not  only  for  it's  own  open 
qualities,  but  also  for  views  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay,  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  Marin 
Headlands  from  the  Hyde  Street  pedestrian  and  cable  car  thoroughfare  heavily  traveled  by

Resolution  of  Formation:  Establishing  a  business-based  business  improvement 
district  to  be  known  as  the  "Tourism  Improvement  District,"  ordering  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  against  defined  hotel  businesses  located  in  that  district  for 
fifteen  (15)  years  commencing  January  1,  2009,  subject  to  conditions  as  specified,  and 
making  environmental  findings. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994 
(California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  et  seq.,  the  "Act"),  as  augmented  by 
Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  ("Article  15"),  Resolution 
No.  430-08  "Resolution  of  Intention  to  form  the  Tourism  Improvement  District"  was  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  October  28  and  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  October  30,  2008, 
declaring  the  City's  intention  to  establish  this  business-based  business  improvement  district

complete  hearing  was  held;  and, 

WHEREAS,  At  the  public  hearing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  heard  and  considered  all 
objections  or  protests  to  the  proposed  assessments,  and  the  City's  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Elections  in  conjunction  with  the  City's  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  tabulated  the 
assessment  ballots  submitted  and  not  withdrawn,  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  the 
proposed  assessments,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  determined  that  business  owners 
representing  a  majority  of  the  assessments  to  be  collected  (weighted  according  to  the 
proportional  financial  obligation  of  each  affected  hotel  business,  in  relation  to  the  total 
proposed  assessments  for  the  District)  did  not  vote  against  formation  of  the  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  hotel  businesses  within  the 
District  will  be  specially  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  funded  by  the 
assessments,  and  no  assessment  has  been  imposed  on  any  business  which  exceeds  the 
reasonable  cost  of  the  proportional  special  benefit  conferred  on  that  business;  now  therefore 
be  it 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1 .     FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 

hereby  finds  pursuant  to  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  §36623,  that  a  majority 

protest  does  not  exist  with  respect  to  the  fomnation  of  Tourism  Improvement  District.  All 

objections  or  protests  both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  2.     ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  Act  and  Article  1 5,  a 

business-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "Tourism  Improvement 

District"  is  hereby  established. 
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Section  3.     DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  Tourism 
Improvement  District  are  as  set  forth  in  the  map  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  in  File  No.  081338,  and  incorporated  herein  by 
reference.  The  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District,  and  the  Zones  within  the  District,  are 
described  as  follows: 

•  The  District  includes  all  tourist  hotels  generating  revenue  from  tourist  rooms  that 
operate  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  during  the  term  of  the  District, 
and  so  the  exterior  boundaries  of  the  District  are  the  same  as  the  contiguous 
boundary  of  the  municipal  corporation  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

•  These  tourist  hotels  are  divided  into  two  zones.  Zone  1  and  Zone  2: 

♦  Zone  1  includes  all  tourist  hotels  with  addresses  on  or  east  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue,  on  or  east  of  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  on  or  north  of  16th 
Street  from  South  Van  Ness  to  the  Bay,  including  all  tourist  hotels  east  of 
Van  Ness  Avenue  as  if  it  continued  north  to  the  Bay,  and  north  of  16th 
Street  as  if  it  continued  east  to  the  Bay. 

♦  Zone  2  includes  all  tourist  hotels  with  addresses  west  of  Van  Ness 
Avenue  and  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  all  tourist  hotels  south  of  16th 
Street. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  businesses  identified  by 
business  name  and  street  address  in  the  Management  District  Plan,  in  order  to  determine 
which  hotel  businesses  are  included  in  the  District. 

Section  4.     FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the 
hotel  businesses  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements,  services  and 
activities  funded  by  the  assessments  to  be  levied. 
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Section  5.     SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS.  Annual  assessments  will  be  levied  to  pay 
for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing 
January  1,  2009  and  continuing  for  fifteen  years,  ending  December  31,  2023. 

(a)  The  annual  assessment  proposed  to  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  first  year  of 
the  District  (calendar  year  2009)  is  $27,000,000.  The  amount  of  the  annual  assessment  to  be 
levied  and  collected  for  year  two  through  year  fifteen  (calendar  year  2010  through  calendar 
year  2023)  may  increase  or  decrease  annually  according  to  the  gross  revenue  from  tourist 
rooms.  The  total  maximum  assessment  that  could  be  collected  for  years  one  through  five  of 
the  district,  is  $182,043,000.  The  total  maximum  assessment  that  could  be  collected  for  years 
six  through  fifteen  of  the  district,  is  $735,085,395.  The  total  maximum  assessment  that  could 
be  collected  for  years  one  through  fifteen  of  the  district,  is  $917,128,395. 

(b)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  Management  District. Plan.  As  provided  in  the  Management  District  Plan, 
assessments  will  be  based  on  specified  percentages  of  gross  revenues  from  tourist  rooms  as 
defined.  The  TID  assessment  payments  will  be  submitted  by  hotels  on  a  quarterly  basis  to 
the  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  or  his  or  her  designee,  or  as  otherwise  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  based  on  the  gross  revenue  collected  for  tourist  guest  rooms  each 
quarter  during  the  calendar  year.  The  hotels  assessed  by  the  TID  will  be  billed  quarterly 
and/or  will  complete  a  quarterly  assessment  payment  form  provided  by  the  City.  The 
assessments  collected  will  be  distributed  to  the  District  four  (4)  times  per  year  pursuant  to  a 
management  contract  between  the  City  and  the  non-profit  corporation  that  will  manage  the 
District. 

Section  6.     USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  proposed  business-related  services, 
improvements  or  activities  for  the  District  include  two  components:  For  years  one  through 
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fifteen,  marketing  and  promotions  by  the  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau;  and 
in  addition,  for  years  one  through  five,  Moscone  Convention  Center  upgrades  and  renovation 
plus  planning  for  possible  expansion. 

A.      The  fifteen-year  San  Francisco  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  (SFCVB) 
component  will  consist  of: 

1 .  Marketing  and  Promotions  by  the  SFCVB  for  the  benefit  of  tourist  hotels, 
including  but  not  limited  to: 

•  Satellite  office  operations  and  start  up  costs; 

•  Satellite  office  staffing; 

•  Marketing  and  promotions  programs,  such  as  enhanced  print,  radio,  v^eb 
and  television  advertisement,  improved  event  sen/ices,  technological 
improvements  for  online  room  booking;  and 

•  Marketing  and  promotion  staff  oversight. 

•  These  SFCVB  marketing  and  promotions  shall  not  be  duplicative  of 
existing  marketing  and  promotional  programs  funding  by  other  Business 
Improvement  Districts  and  Community  Benefit  Districts  in  the  City. 

2.  SFCVB  Operations  and  Administrative  Support. 

3.  SFCVB  Contingency  and  Reserves. 

4.  Contingency/Reserves/Administration  Costs  of  the  TID: 

•  Will  be  used  to  cover  unforeseen  costs  and  escalation  for  services  and 
improvements  listed  under  No.  1  -  No.  3,  above. 

Will  be  used  to  cover  administrative  costs  and  expenses  related  to  the 
administration  of  the  new  non-profit  management  corporation  that  will 
administer  the  TID  revenues,  including  but  not  limited  to  reimbursement 
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of  cost  of  services  and  other  expenses  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  Tax 
Collector,  the  Office  of  the  City  Attorney,  the  Controller's  Office,  and  other 
City  departments,  for  audit,  collection  and  disbursement  of  the 
assessment  and  related  administration  functions.  Administration. 
assessment  and  enforcement  functions  related  to  the  TIP  assessment 
are  contingent  on  the  management  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
TIP. 

•        Includes  payment  of  up  to  $400,000  to  cover  costs  incurred  in  forming  the 
TIP,  including  costs  incurred  by  the  TIP  steering  committee,  the  San 
Francisco  Convention  &  Visitors  Bureau  and  by  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  during  the  formation  process.  Such  reimbursable  costs 
include,  for  example,  costs  arising  out  of  or  related  to  preparation  of  the 
management  plan,  development  of  the  petitions  and  ballots, 
administration  of  the  election  process  related  to  the  petition  and  ballots, 
setting  up  the  TIP  assessment  billing  and  collection  systems  by  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  reimbursement  of  actual  costs  to  the  City 
Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector,  and  related  attorney  and  consultant  fees, 
consistent  with  Section  1 51 1  (d)  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax 
Regulations  Code. 

B.      The  five-year  Moscone  Convention  Center  component  will  consist  of: 

1 .       Renovation  and  upgrades,  including  capital  improvements  to  Moscone  Center 

North,  South  and  West,  such  as  state  of  the  art  technology  upgrades  and  various  structural 

projects. 
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2.  Monitoring  of  TID  funds  provided  for  the  improvements  to  Moscone  Center. 

3.  Design,  engineering,  planning  and  entitlements  (permits  issued  by  the  Planning 
Department  or  other  regulatory  agencies)  activities,  and  services  pertaining  to  the  proposed 
expansion  of  Moscone  Center  as  a  whole,  such  as  architectural  engineering  fees  for  the 
proposed  expansion. 

4.  Contingency/Reserves  for  unforeseen  costs  and  escalation  for  improvement 
areas  listed  under  No.  1  and  No.  2  above;  and  for  a  proportionate  share  of  the  TID 
administrative  costs  and  expenses  related  to  the  administration  of  the  new  non-profit 
management  corporation  that  will  administer  the  TID  revenues,  including  but  not  limited  to 
reimbursement  of  cost  of  services  and  other  expenses  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector 
and  other  City  departments  for  audit  collection  and  disbursement  of  the  assessment  and 
related  administration  functions.  Administration^_assessment  and  enforcernent  functions 
related  to  the  TID  assessment  are  contingent  on  the  management  contraclbetween  the  City 
and  the  TID. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution  and  the  Management  District  Plan  (MDP), 
including  MDP  Appendices. 

Section  7.     AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  contract 
with  a  separate  private  non-profit  entity  to  administer  the  improvements,  sen/ices  and 
activities  set  forth  in  Section  6.  Any  such  entity  shall  hold  the  funds  it  receives  from  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City")  in  trust  for  the  improvements,  services  and  activities  set 
forth  in  Section  6.  Any  such  entity  that  holds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  the  contract 
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shall  deliver,  at  no  expense  to  the  City,  a  balance  sheet  and  the  related  statement  of  income 
and  cash  flows  for  each  fiscal  year,  all  in  reasonable  detail  acceptable  to  City,  reviewed  by  a 
Certified  Public  Accountant  (CPA);  this  review  shall  include  a  statement  of  negative  assurance 
from  the  CPA.  In  addition,  or  alternatively,  the  Controller  or  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic 
and  Workforce  Development  may  in  their  discretion  require  the  private  entity  to  deliver,  at  no 
expense  to  the  City,  an  annual  independent  audit  report  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all 
such  funds.  The  CPA  review  and/or  audit  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part 
of  the  general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the 
City  and  the  District. 

Section  8.     AMENDMENTS.  The  businesses  in  the  District  established  by  this 
Resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  15. 

Section  9.     RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  County  Clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to 
Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  following  adoption  of  this 
Resolution. 

Section  10.    LEVY  OF  ASSESSMENT.  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  and 
recordation  of  the  notice  and  assessment  diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California 
Streets  and  Highways  Code  constitutes  the  levy  of  an  assessment  in  each  of  the  fifteen  years 
covered  by  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  assessments  shall  be  submitted  by  hotels  on 
a  quarterly  basis  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  Tax  Collector  or  his  or  her  designee,  or  as 
otherwise  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  based  on  the  gross  revenue  collected  for 
tourist  guest  rooms  each  quarter  during  the  calendar  year.  The  hotels  assessed  by  the  TID 
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will  be  billed  quarterly  and/or  will  complete  a  quarterly  assessment  payment  form  provided  by 
the  City.  The  assessments  collected  will  be  distributed  to  the  District  four  (4)  times  per  year 
pursuant  to  a  management  contract  between  the  City  and  the  non-profit  management 
corporation  that  will  manage  the  District.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  Emergency  Management  (DEM),  as  fiscal

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Homeland  Security's  (DHS)  Regional  Catastrophic 
Preparedness  Grant  Program  (RCPGP)  is  an  important  component  of  a  larger,  coordinated 
federal  effort  to  enhance  emergency  planning  and  strengthen  the  nation's  overall  level  of 
preparedness;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  goal  of  RCPGP  is  to  support  an  integrated  planning  system  that 
enables  regional  all-hazard  planning  for  catastrophic  events  and  the  development  of 
necessary  plans,  protocols,  and  procedures  to  manage  a  catastrophic  event;  and, 

WHEREAS,  RCPGP  provides  funding  to  advance  catastrophic  incident  preparedness

The  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date 
until  the  principal  is  paid  in  full  at  rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2009A 
Notes,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a  360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable 
on  the  maturity  date  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  or  such  other  dates  as  specified  in  the  Note 
Award  or  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement;  provided,  however,  that  interest  shall  not  be  payable  or 
the  Notes  from  the  proceeds  of  taxes  prior  to  December  1 5,  2009.  Principal  of  and  interest  on 
the  Notes  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  proceeds  of  the  collection  of  the  tax  as  provided  in 
Section  9  hereof,  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Bonds  oi 
from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  any  series  of  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  subsequently  issued  as 
provided  in  Section  12  of  this  Resolution. 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  eariier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  be 
payable  in  like  lawful  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  Note  registration  books 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  the  maturity  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such  day  is  £ 
Business  Day  (as  herein  defined).  The  City  may  establish  a  special  record  date  as  necessary  in 
order  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  the  owners  thereof. 
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Each  Series  2009A  Note  shall  bear  interest  from  their  Dated  Date;  provided,  however, 
that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2009A  Note,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series 
2009A  Notes,  such  Series  2009A  Note  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to 
which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made  available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest  payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry  only  system  applicable  to  the  Series 
2009A  Notes,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2009A  Note  shall  be  made  by  check  mailed 
on  the  maturity  date  to  such  owner  at  such  owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration 
books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided,  however,  if  any  maturity  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks 
in  California  or  New  York  are  closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for 
business,  then  such  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both 
California  and  New  York  are  open  for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for 
business  (a  "Business  Day");  and  provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  at  least  $1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  may  submit  a  written  request 
to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or  before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  maturity  date  for  payment  of 
interest  by  wire  transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States.  For  so  long  as 
the  Series  2009A  Notes  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the 
City  pursuant  to  Section  13  hereof,  payment  may  be  made  to  the  registered  owner  of  the  Series 
2009A  Notes  designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available 
funds. 

As  may  be  designated  in  the  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement,  the  Series 
2009A  Notes  maturing  on  the  designated  date  or  dates  set  forth  therein  may  be  determined  to 
be  not  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity.  The  Series  2009A  Notes  maturing  on 
such  date  or  dates  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement 
may  be  made  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities,  at  the 
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option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the 
maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  detemriined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  or  dates  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement,  at  redemption  prices 
equal  to  the  principal  amount  redeemed,  together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of 
redemption,  or  such  other  redemption  prices  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Note  Award  or  the 
Note  Purchase  Agreement. 

The  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  the  dates  and  in 
the  amounts  on  any  such  date  as  may  be  designated  in  the  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase 
Agreement  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any  year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the 
principal  amount  payable  with  respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund 
payment  as  permitted  by  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  Any  Series  2009A  Notes  subject  to 
mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase 
Agreement,  along  with  the  redemption  dates  and  the  principal  amounts  thereof.  The  principal 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  as  may  be  designated 
in  the  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement  shall  be  paid  from  the  Series  2009A  Note 
Account,  established  pursuant  to  Section  10  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory  redemption 
for  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  for 
redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  (as 
defined  in  Section  10  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  2009A  Notes 
subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not  in 
excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  detennine. 

Whenever  less  than  all  the  outstanding  Series  2009A  Notes  maturing  on  any  one  date  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement  are  called  for 
redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2009A  Notes  or  portions 
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thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed  from  the 
outstanding  Series  2009A  Notes  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for  redemption, 
by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is  herein  sometimes 
called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be  mailed,  notice  of 
any  redemption  of  Series  2009A  Notes,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective  registered  owners 
thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  Note  registration  books  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  nor 
more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of  redemption  shall  (a)  state 
the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the  dates  of  maturity  of  the  Series 
2009A  Notes  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for  redemption,  the  distinctive 
numbers  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  of  such  maturity  to  be  redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series 
2009A  Notes  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective  portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be 
redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of  each  Series  2009A  Note  to  be  redeemed;  (e) 
require  that  such  Series  2009A  Notes  be  surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give  notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2009A  Notes  will 
cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated  Redemption  Date. 

The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2009A  Note  as  being  subject  to  redemption 
of  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice,  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
proceedings  for  the  redemption  of  such  Series  2009A  Notes  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of 
interest  on  such  Series  2009A  Notes  on  the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (ill)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  with  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
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or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  witli  \he  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  22  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  owner  of  any  Series  2009A  Note  in 
accordance  with  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement 
Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2009A  Redemption  Account") 
and  prior  to  or  on  the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2009A 
Redemption  Account  moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in 
this  Resolution,  the  Series  2009A  Notes  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to 
rescission  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2009A 
Redemption  Account  solely  for  the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption 
Date  to,  payment  of  the  redemption  price  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  be  redeemed  upon 
presentation  and  surrender  of  such  Series  2009A  Notes.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the 
Redemption  Date  may  be  paid  from  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  as  provided  in  Section  10 
hereof  or  from  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account.  Moneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the 
Series  2009A  Redemption  Account  shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's 
policies  and  guidelines  for  investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  have  been  redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in 
said  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund 
of  the  City  or  to  such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however, 
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that  if  said  moneys  are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  Notes,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred 
pursuant  to  the  resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  Notes. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  called  for  redemption 
(principal  and  premium,  if  any)  is  set  aside  for  that  purpose  in  said  Series  2009A  Redemption 
Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2009A  Notes  designated  for  redemption  shall  become 
due  and  payable  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  thereof,  and  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  said  Series  2009A  Notes  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption,  such  Series  2009/^ 
Notes  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price  out  of  said  Series  2009A 
Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2009A  Notes  called  for  redemption 
after  the  Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  look  for 
payment  of  such  Series  2009A  Notes  only  to  said  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account.  All  Series 
2009A  Notes  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be 
reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2009A  Notes  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  date  fixed  for  redemption  funds  are  not 
or  will  not  be  available  in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in 
full  on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes 
called  for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner 
notice  of  redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2009A 
Note  of  notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to 
receive  such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
rescission. 
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Section  9.  Tax  Levy.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  interest  on  the  Series 
2009A  Notes,  unless  the  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  have  a  maturity  date  of  24  months  or  more 
from  their  date  of  issuance,  in  which  case  for  the  purpose  of  paying  principal  as  well,  the 
Board  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  shall  fix,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  such 
general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect  annually  (commencing  with  the  2009-2010  fiscal  year)  until 
the  Series  2009A  Notes  are  paid,  or  until  there  shall  be  a  sum  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the 
Treasury  of  the  City  sufficient  to  meet  all  sums  coming  due  for  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  principal,  if  applicable, 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  as  the  same  becomes  due. 

Said  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  levied  for  City  purposes,  shall  be 
collected  at  the  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  the  City  are  collected,  and 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  the  principal,  if  applicable,  and  interest  on  the  Series 
2009A  Notes. 

All  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section  9  shall  be  deposited  forthwith  in  the  Series 
2009A  Note  Account  (as  established  pursuant  to  Section  10  of  this  Resolution)  and  each  and 
every  Series  2009A  Notes  issued  under  this  Resolution  shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured 
by  the  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section.  Such  account  shall  be  administered  by  the 
City  Treasurer  and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts.  Pursuant  to  the 
resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  the  City 
Treasurer  may  establish  such  additional  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Series  2009A 
Note  Account  or  with  any  agent,  including  but  not  limited  to  any  paying  agent  or  fiscal  agent, 
as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the  Series  2009A 
Notes.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the 
Series  2009A  Notes  shall  establish  subaccounts  within  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  to 
provide  for  the  payment  of  principal,  if  applicable,  and  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 
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The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  from  the 
proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  any  amounts  as  determined  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  to  be  used  to  pay  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  and  such  other  moneys, 
if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in  Note  Award  or  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement.  So  long  as  any 
of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  shall 
be  used  and  applied  by  the  City  Treasurer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  interest  on  the 
Series  2009A  Notes  as  such  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable;  provided,  however,  that 
when  all  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  have  been  paid,  any 
moneys  then  remaining  in  said  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Bond  Fund  relating  to  the 
Bonds  or  the  General  Fund  of  the  City,  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance.  The 
Board  shall  take  such  actions  annually  as  are  necessary  or  appropriate  to  cause  the  debt 
service  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  due  in  any  fiscal  year  to  be  included  in  the  budget  for  such 
fiscal  year  and  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  therefor.  The  Board  may,  in  connection 
with  the  issuance  of  any  subsequent  series  of  notes  issued  pursuant  to  the  Ordinance, 
including  any  series  of  refunding  notes  issued  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series 
2009A  Notes,  provide  for  the  levy  of  a  tax  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  such  subsequent 
series  of  notes. 

Section  10.  Series  2009A  Note  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City 
Treasurer  a  special  account,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A  Note  Account  (the  "Series  2009A 
Note  Account"),"  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest 
earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Series  2009A  Note  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2009A  Notes  is  due,  including  any  Series  2009A  Notes  designated  in  the  Note  Award  or  the 
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Note  Purchase  Agreement  as  being  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  said  date,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account,  from  amounts  held 
in  the  Note  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available  moneys  contained  in  the 
Series  2009A  Note  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interest  on  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2009A  Notes  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Note  Account  pursuant  to 
Section  9  of  this  Resolution  for  payment  of  interest,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any 
available  moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay 
principal,  interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2009A  Notes  on  such  date.  The  Crty 
Treasurer  may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any 
redemption  premium  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the 
optional  redemption  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2009A  Note  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2009A  Note  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately,  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2009A 
Note  Account. 

Section  1 1 .  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  account,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  (San 
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Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A  Project  Account"  (the 
"Series  2009A  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the 
City.  All  interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  shall  be 
retained  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account 
shall  be  expended  for  the  Project  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  and  as  defined  in  the 
authorizing  resolutions  relating  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2009A  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2009A  Notes.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  note  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  bond 
counsel  and  disclosure  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 

Section  12.  Issuance  of  Additional  Notes  Equally  Secured  By  Tax  Levy  Along  With  the 
Series  2009A  Notes.  The  Board  may,  by  adoption  of  a  resolution  relating  thereto,  find  and 
determine  that  an  additional  amount  of  notes  of  the  City  shall  be  issued  by  the  City  pursuant 
to  the  Ordinance.  The  additional  notes  (including  any  notes  issued  to  refund  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  or  to  pay  the  principal  amount  thereof  at  maturity),  if  and  when  issued  by  the  Board, 
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and  the  principal  and  interest  payable  thereon,  or  either  principal  or  interest  thereon,  may 
(subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  resolution  authorizing  their  issuance)  be  made 
payable  from  the  proceeds  of  the  collection  of  a  tax  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof,  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  such  notes,  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  the  Bonds  or  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of  any 
series  of  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  subsequently  issued  under  the  Ordinance,  and  from  any  other 
moneys  legally  available  for  the  payment  of  such  notes  and  the  principal  and  interest  thereon 
specified  in  the  resolution  relating  to  their  issuance,  on  the  same  basis  as  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  and  the  interest  thereon,  and  shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured  by  any  such  tax  on  a 
parity  with  the  Series  2009A  Notes  hereby  issued,  in  all  respects. 

Section  13.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  7  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ov\/nership  of 
the  Series  2009A  Notes,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2009A  Notes  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes 
under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes; 
(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2009A  Notes;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 
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The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2009A  Notes  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  14.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2009A  Notes'  stated  maturity  by  irrevocably 
depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company  designated  by  the 
City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)  An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2009A  Notes  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2009A  Notes  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  their  stated  maturity  and  in 
respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been  given  as  provided  in  Section  8 
hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City,  the 
amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the 
maturity  date  Redemption  Date,  and  any  premium  due  on  such  Redemption  Date;  or 

(b)  Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
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due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  14,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2009A  Notes  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto;  provided,  that  the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally 
recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  Series  2009A  Notes  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  14. 

For  purpose  of  this  Section  14,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1 )  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions;  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instnjctions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 

(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
fund  or  the  redemption  account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  municipal  obligations; 

(d)  the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal  obligations  are  held  by  the 
City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  Section  13  hereof,  an  escrow 
agent  or  tmstee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available  to  satisfy  any  other  claims, 
including  those  against  the  tmstee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the  municipal  obligations  are  rated 
"AAA"  by  S&P  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's. 
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For  purposes  of  this  Section  14,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  Annerica,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  "AAA"  by 
Standard  &  Poor's  and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund  and 
upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  the  Notes.  The  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  be  sold  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  determine.  The  Series  2009A  Notes  may 
be  sold  at  competitive  or  negotiated  sale  as  determined  by  the  Board  is  in  the  best  financial 
interest  of  the  City  and  such  determination  is  hereby  delegated  by  the  Board  to  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance.  Any  Series  2009A  Notes  may  be  sold  at  a  discount  not  to  exceed  5%  and  at  a 
premium,  as  the  Director  shall  determine  is  in  the  best  financial  interest  of  the  City. 

Section  16.  Official  Notice  of  Sale:  Note  Award.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of 
Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2009A  Notes  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2009A  Notes  in  connection  with 
any  competitive  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications 
as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  23  hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed,  electronically  distributed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for 
the  Series  2009A  Notes  copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections, 
revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 
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The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  the  bidder  whose 
bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the  procedures 
described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  which  award  shall  be  set  forth  in  a  certificate  signed  by 
the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  and  the  original  purchasers 
thereof  (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Note  Award").  The  Controller  shall  provide  a  copy  of  the  Note 
Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
Note  Award. 

Section  17.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Notes.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Notes  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Notes  in  connection  with  any  competitive  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  said  Notice  of  Intention 
to  Sell  Notes,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  made  in  accordance 
with  Section  23  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or  another  financial  publication 
generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  18.  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids.  Subject  to  Section  19  hereof,  this  Board 
hereby  authorizes  the  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes 
on  the  date  and  at  the  place  determined  in  accordance  with  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  herein 
referenced. 

Section  19.  Negotiated  Sale  of  Notes.  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  sale  and 
purchase  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  by  negotiated  sale,  if  such  form  of  sale  is  determined  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  and  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof  and,  in 
connection  therewith,  to  enter  into  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement  pursuant  to  which  the  Series 
2009A  Notes  will  be  sold  to  the  underwriter(s)  named  therein  (collectively,  together  with  the 
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investment  agreement  hereafter  referred  to,  the  "Note  Purchase  Agreement").  The  Note 
Purchase  Agreement  is  hereby  approved  substantially  in  the  form  presented  to  this  meeting,  with 
such  additions  and  changes  therein  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  approve  as  being  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  City.  The  underwriters'  discount  under  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement 
shall  not  exceed  1 .00%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  the  interest  rate  on 
the  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  not  exceed  7.00%  per  annum,  the  true  interest  cost  shall  not 
exceed  5.00%  and  the  final  maturity  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  shall  not  exceed  the  maximum 
maturity  permitted  by  the  Ordinance.  If  such  form  of  sale  is  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  this  Board  also  hereby  authorizes  the  sale  and 
purchase  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  by  private  placement  with  one  or  more  qualified  institutional 
investors  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  approve  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof  and,  in  connection 
therewith,  to  enter  into  an  investment  agreement,  pursuant  to  which  the  Series  2009A  Notes  will 
be  sold  to  the  purchasers  named  therein,  such  investment  agreement  to  be  subject  to  the  same 
limitations,  terms  and  provisions  as  herein  specified  for  the  Note  Purchase  Agreement  referred 
to  in  the  first  sentence  of  this  Section  19. 

Section  20.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2009A  Notes  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  23  hereof.  The  Controller  or  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  revise  the  Official  Statement  to  conform  it  to  the  City's 
■  Comprehensive  Annual  Fiscal  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2008,  subject  to 
review  and  approval  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney").  The  Controller  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final  for 
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purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a 
certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is  hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  sign  the  final 
Official  Statement.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to 
be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2009A 
Notes  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented,  corrected  or  revised. 

Section  21.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes 
under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations 
issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor 
provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use 
or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or 
refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
2009A  Notes  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 

(b)     Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any 
action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance 
thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  or  any  of  the 
property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  be  "private 
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activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long  as  any 
Series  2009A  Notes  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and  property  anc 
such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all  regulations  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under  Section  103  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the  extent  such 
requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish  reasonable 
procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the  Code  (or,  if 
applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  as 
"governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2009A  Notes,  or  of  any  property  financed. or  refinanced 
thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Series  2009A  Notes  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code. 
To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent 
such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2009A  Notes  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other  action, 
that  would  cause  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)  Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  20,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A 
Notes,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 
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Section  22.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  detennined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  23  hereof. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 

Section  23.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to 
approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  document  or 
documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided 
that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not  authorize  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  of  Series  2009A  Notes  in  excess  of  $136,000,000  or  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition,  amendment  or  modification  to  any  of 
the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced  conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of 
the  document  in  question. 

Section  24.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  25.  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  relating  to  the  Bonds,  the  City  is  not 
obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Note  Account  to  pay  for  principal 
and/or  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 
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Section  26.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes 
in  connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2009A  Notes.  The 
Board  hereby  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
2009A  Notes  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  {the  "Expenditures"  and  each,  an 
"Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption  of  this 
Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  hereof  that  it  will  reimburse  the 
Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital 
account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of  the  date  of 
the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  2009A  Notes,  (c)  a 
nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a  party 
that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any  obligation 
or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  City.  The 
maximum  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project  is 
$136,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a  written  allocation  by 
the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes  to  reimburse  an 
Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later  of  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid 
or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the 
date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City  recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for 
certain  "preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures 
by  "small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and 
expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5  years.

consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories 
which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2009A  Notes.

WHEREAS,  Doyle  Drive,  also  know  as  Route  101 ,  is  the  primary  access  route  between 
the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  and  significant  portions  of  San  Francisco,  and  is  structurally  and 
seismically  unsound;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Federal  Highway  Administration  ("FHWA"),  California  Department  of 
Transportation  ("Caltrans")  and  San  Francisco  County  Transportation  Authority  (the 
"Authority")  are  overseeing  the  reconstruction  of  Doyle  Drive,  which  is  presently  in  the  final 
planning  stages;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  approved,  as  a  preferred  alternative  for  the 
reconstruction  of  Doyle  Drive,  the  Refined  Presidio  Parkway,  a  new  six-lane  facility  with  a 
fixed  median  and  shoulders,  and  southbound  auxiliary  lane  between  the  Park  Presidio

WHEREAS,  The  City  has  paid  and  expects  to  pay  certain  expenditures  in  connection 
with  the  projects  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of 
the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  and  the  City  intends  to  reimburse  itself  and  to  pay  third  parties  for 
such  prior  expenditures  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  1 . 1 50-2  of  the  Treasury  Regulations  promulgated  under  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Treasury  Regulations")  requires  the  City  to  declare  its 
reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  a  subsequent 
borrowing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Treasury  Regulations  require  that  any  reimbursement  allocation  of 
proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  be  made  with  respect  to  expenditures  incurred  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen  (18)  months  after 
the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid  or  (ii)  the  date  on  which  the  facilities 
are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  later  than  three  (3)  years  after  the  expenditure  is  paid; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  constitute  authorization  of  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  within  the  meaning  of  Section  864  of  the  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 
Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  Subject  to  certification  to  the  Board  by  the  Registrar  of 
Voters  of  the  City  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  on  Proposition  A  at  the  special 
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election  held  on  November  4,  2008  favored  the  incurring  of  such  bonded  indebtedness,  all 
conditions,  things  and  acts  required  by  law  to  exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to 
and  in  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed 
in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in  accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized 
pursuant  to  its  Charter  and  applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form 
provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3.  Documents.  The  documents  presented  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors")  are 
contained  in  File  No.      ^^^^^^  . 

Section  4.  Issuance  and  Sale  of  Series  2009A  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  not  to  exceed  $136,000,000  principal  amount  of  bonds  to  be  designated  as 
"City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  Genera!  Hospital 
Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A"  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Proposition  A  approved 
by  the  voters  on  November  4,  2008.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  his  or  her 
designee  (the  "Director  of  Public  Finance")  is  hereby  authorized  to  determine  the  manner  of  sale 
of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  whether  by  competitive  sale  or  negotiated  sale;  the  sale  date,  the 
interest  rate  or  rates,  the  definitive  principal  amount  thereof  (not  to  exceed  $136,000,000);  the 
maturity  date  or  dates  thereof;  the  terms  of  any  optional  or  mandatory  redemption  of  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  and  the  redemption  dates,  if  any,  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds;  all  of  such 
determinations  being  subject  to  the  other  specific  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  including  the 
following  terms  and  conditions:  (i)  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  not  have  a  true  interest  cost  in 
excess  of  12%  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale);  and  (ii)  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds  shall  not  have  a  final  maturity  date  after  June  15,  2039.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is 
further  authorized  to  give  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  such  additional  or  other  series  designation,  or 
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to  modify  such  series  designation,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series 
from  every  other  Series  2009And  from  other  bonds  issued  by  the  City. 

Section  5.  Execution,  Authentication  and  Registration  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds.  The 
Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  be  in  fully  registered  form  without  coupons  in  denominations  of  $5,000 
or  any  integral  multiple  thereof.  The  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  to  be  prepared  in  sufficient  quantity  for  delivery  to  or  for  the  account  of  the 
purchaser  thereof  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  SupePv'isors  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the 
blanks  therein  to  be  completed  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  procure  their 
execution  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  (including  by  facsimile  signature  if  necessary  or 
convenient),  and  to  deliver  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  when  so  executed  to  said  purchaser  in 
exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof,  all  in  accordance  with  the  Authorizing  Resolution. 

The  Series  2009A  Bonds  and  the  certificate  of  authentication  and  registration,  manually 
executed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the  "City  Treasurer")  and  the  form 
of  assignment  to  appear  thereon  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A  (s 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  part  of  this  Resolution  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein)  with  necessary  or  appropriate  variations, 
omissions  and  insertions  as  permitted  or  required  by  this  Resolution. 

Only  such  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  as  shall  bear  thereon  a  certificate  of 
authentication  and  registration  in  the  form  herein  recited,  executed  by  the  City  Treasurer,  shall 
be  valid  or  obligatory  for  any  purpose  or  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution,  and  such 
certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer,  executed  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that 
the  Series  2009A  Bonds  so  authenticated  have  been  duly  authenticated  and  delivered 
hereunder  and  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  Resolution. 
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The  City  Treasurer  shall  assign  a  distinctive  letter,  or  number,  or  letter  and  number  to 
each  Series  2009A  Bond  authenticated  and  registered  by  him  or  her  and  shall  maintain  a  record 
thereof  which  shall  be  available  for  inspection. 

Section  6.  Registration  Books.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
office  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  at  the  designated  office  of  any  registrar  appointed  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  sufficient  books  for  the  registration  and  transfer  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  which 
shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection,  and  upon  presentation  for  such  purpose,  the  City 
Treasurer  shall,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  he  or  she  may  prescribe,  register  or 
transfer  or  cause  to  be  registered  or  transferred,  on  said  books,  Series  2009A  Bonds  as  herein 
provided.  The  City  and  the  City  Treasurer  may  treat  the  registered  owners  of  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds  hereof  as  the  absolute  owners  hereof  for  all  purposes,  and  the  City  and  the  City 
Treasurer  shall  not  be  affected  by  any  notice  to  the  contrary. 

Section  7.  Transfer  or  Exchange  of  Bonds.  Any  Series  2009A  Bond  may,  in  accordance 
with  its  terms,  be  transferred  upon  the  books  required  to  be  kept  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  hereof,  by  the  person  in  whose  name  it  is  registered,  in  person  or  by  the  duly 
authorized  attomey  of  such  person  in  writing,  upon  surrender  of  such  Series  2009A  Bond  for 
cancellation,  accompanied  by  delivery  of  a  duly  executed  written  Instrument  of  transfer  in  a  form 
approved  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

Any  Series  2009A  Bonds  may  be  exchanged  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  for  a  like 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  other  authorized  denominations  of  the  same  interest  rate  and 
maturity. 

Whenever  any  Series  2009A  Bond  shall  be  surrendered  for  transfer  or  exchange,  the 
designated  City  officials  shall  execute  (as  provided  in  Section  5  hereof)  and  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  authenticate  and  deliver  a  new  Series  2009A  Bond  or  Series  2009A  Bonds  of  the  same 
interest  rate  and  maturity  in  a  like  aggregate  principal  amount.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  require 
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the  payment  by  any  bond  owner  requesting  any  such  transfer  of  any  tax  or  other  governmental 
charge  required  to  be  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  or  exchange. 

No  transfer  or  exchange  of  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  be  required  to  be  made  by  the  City 
Treasurer  during  the  period  from  the  Record  Date  (as  defined  herein)  next  preceding  each 
interest  payment  date  to  such  interest  payment  date  or  after  a  notice  of  redemption  shall  have 
been  mailed  with  respect  to  such  Series  2009A  Bond. 

Section  8.  Terms  of  the  Bonds;  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  Series  2009A 
Bonds  shall  each  be  dated  the  date  of  their  delivery  or  such  other  date  (the  "Dated  Date")  as 
specified  in  the  award  to  be  made  pursuant  to  Section  13  hereof  (the  "Bond  Award")  or  in  the 
Bond  Purchase  Agreement  or  investment  agreement  defined  and  described  in  Section  15  hereof 
(collectively,  such  agreements  being  referred  to  as  the  "Bond  Purchase  Agreement").  The 
Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  bear  interest  from  the  Dated  Date  until  the  phncipal  is  paid  in  full  at 
rates  to  be  determined  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a 
360-day  year  comprised  of  twelve  30-day  months,  payable  semiannually  on  June  15  and 
December  15  of  each  year  that  such  Bonds  are  outstanding,  such  specific  interest  payment 
dates  to  be  designated  in  the  Final  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  conclusively  determined  in  the 
Bond  Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement. 

The  principal  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  be  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United 
States  of  America  to  the  owner  thereof,  upon  the  surrender  thereof  at  maturity  or  earlier 
redemption  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer.  The  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  be 
payable  in  like  lav^ul  money  to  the  person  whose  name  appears  on  the  bond  registration  books 
of  the  City  Treasurer  as  the  owner  thereof  as  of  the  close  of  business  on  the  last  day  of  the 
month  immediately  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  (the  "Record  Date"),  whether  or  not  such 
day  is  a  Business  Day  (as  herein  defined). 
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Each  Series  2009A  Bond  shall  bear  interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  next 
preceding  the  date  of  authentication  thereof  unless  it  is  authenticated  as  of  a  day  during  the 
period  from  the  Record  Date  next  preceding  any  interest  payment  date  to  the  interest  payment 
date,  inclusive,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest  from  such  interest  payment  date,  or  unless  it 
is  authenticated  on  or  before  the  first  interest  payment  date,  in  which  event  it  shall  bear  interest 
from  the  Dated  Date;  provided,  however,  that  if,  at  the  time  of  authentication  of  any  Series  2009/^ 
Bond,  interest  is  in  default  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  such  Series  2009A  Bond  shall  bear 
interest  from  the  interest  payment  date  to  which  interest  has  previously  been  paid  or  made 
available  for  payment  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  or  from  the  Dated  Date  if  the  first  interest 
payment  is  not  made.  Except  as  may  be  otherwise  provided  in  connection  with  any  book-entry 
only  system  applicable  to  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  payment  of  the  interest  on  any  Series  2009A 
Bond  shall  be  made  by  check  mailed  on  the  interest  payment  date  to  such  owner  at  such 
owner's  address  as  it  appears  on  the  registration  books  as  of  the  Record  Date;  provided. 
however,  if  any  interest  payment  date  occurs  on  a  day  that  banks  in  California  or  New  York  are 
closed  for  business  or  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  closed  for  business,  then  such  payment 
shall  be  made  on  the  next  succeeding  day  that  banks  in  both  California  and  New  York  are  open 
for  business  and  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  is  open  for  business  (a  "Business  Day");  and 
provided,  further,  that  the  registered  owner  of  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  at  least 
$1 ,000,000  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  may  submit  a  written  request  to  the  City  Treasurer  on  or 
before  a  Record  Date  preceding  an  interest  payment  date  for  payment  of  interest  by  wire 
transfer  to  a  commercial  bank  located  within  the  United  States.  For  so  long  as  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds  are  held  in  book-entry  form  by  a  securities  depository  selected  by  the  City  pursuant  to 
Section  1 1  hereof,  payment  may  be  made  to  the.  registered  owner  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
designated  by  such  securities  depository  by  wire  transfer  of  immediately  available  funds. 
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The  Series  2009A  Bonds  maturing  on  or  before  a  certain  date  designated  in  the  Final 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  conclusively  determined  in  the  Bond  Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase 
Agreement  may  be  determined  to  be  not  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  maturity.  The 
Series  2009A  Bonds  maturing  on  or  after  the  date  specified  in  the  Final  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
and  conclusively  determined  in  the  Bond  Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  may  be 
determined  to  be  subject  to  optional  redemption  prior  to  their  respective  stated  maturities,  at  the 
option  of  the  City,  from  any  source  of  available  funds,  as  a  whole  or  in  part  on  any  date  (with  the 
maturities  to  be  redeemed  to  be  determined  by  the  City  and  by  lot  within  a  maturity)  on  or  after 
June  1 5  of  the  year  or  years  designated  in  the  Final  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  conclusively 
determined  in  the  Bond  Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  at  redemption  prices  equal  to 
102%  of  the  principal  amount  redeemed  in  the  first  year  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  are  subject  to 
optional  redemption  (with  such  redemption  price  declining  to  100%  at  the  rate  of  1.0%  annually), 
together  with  accrued  interest  to  the  date  of  redemption,  or  at  such  other  redemption  prices  as 
may  be  designated  in  the  Final  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  conclusively  determined  in  the  Bond 
Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement. 

The  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  at  par,  by  lot,  in  any 
year  for  which  the  purchaser  thereof  has  designated  that  the  principal  amount  payable  with 
respect  to  that  year  shall  constitute  a  mandatory  sinking  fund  payment  as  permitted  by  the 
Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  more  fully  described  in  Section  13  hereof).  Any  Series  2009A  Bonds 
subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  designated  as  such  in  the  Final  Official  Notice  of  Sale 
and  conclusively  determined  in  the  Bond  Award  or  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement.  The  principa 
and  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  shall  be  paid  from  the 
Series  2009A  Bond  Account,  pursuant  to  Section  9  hereof.  In  lieu  of  any  such  mandatory 
redemption  for  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  selection  of  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds  for  redemption,  the  City  may  apply  such  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Bond 
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Account  (as  defined  in  Section  9  hereof)  to  make  such  payment  to  the  purchase  of  Series  2009A 
Bonds  subject  to  such  redemption  at  public  or  private  sale,  as  and  when  and  at  such  prices  not 
in  excess  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  (including  sales  commission  and  other  charges  but 
excluding  accrued  interest),  as  the  City  may  determine. 

Whenever  less  than  ail  the  outstanding  Series  2009A  Bonds  maturing  on  any  one  date 
are  called  for  redemption  on  any  one  date,  the  City  Treasurer  will  select  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
or  portions  thereof,  in  denominations  of  $5,000  or  any  integral  multiple  thereof,  to  be  redeemed 
from  the  outstanding  Series  2009A  Bonds  maturing  on  such  date  not  previously  selected  for 
redemption,  by  lot,  in  any  manner  which  the  City  Treasurer  deems  fair.  The  date  on  which  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds  which  are  called  for  redemption  are  to  be  presented  for  redemption  is 
herein  sometimes  called  the  "Redemption  Date."  The  City  Treasurer  shall  mail,  or  cause  to  be 
mailed,  notice  of  any  redemption  of  Series  2009A  Bonds,  postage  prepaid,  to  the  respective 
registered  owners  thereof  at  the  addresses  appearing  on  the  bond  registration  books  not  less 
than  thirty  (30)  nor  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date.  The  notice  of 
redemption  shall  (a)  state  the  Redemption  Date;  (b)  state  the  redemption  price;  (c)  state  the 
maturity  dates  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  and,  if  less  than  all  of  any  such  maturity  is  called  for 
redemption,  the  distinctive  numbers  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  of  such  maturity  to  be 
redeemed,  and  in  the  case  of  Series  2009A  Bonds  redeemed  in  part  only,  the  respective 
portions  of  the  principal  amount  thereof  to  be  redeemed;  (d)  state  the  CUSIP  number,  if  any,  of 
each  Series  2009A  Bond  to  be  redeemed;  (e)  require  that  such  Series  2009A  Bonds  be 
surrendered  by  the  owners  at  the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent;  and  (f)  give 
notice  that  interest  on  such  Series  2009A  Bonds  will  cease  to  accrue  after  the  designated 
Redemption  Date.  Such  notice  of  redemption  may  be  conditional  upon  receipt  of  funds  or 
other  event  specified  in  the  notice  of  redemption. 
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The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2009A  Bond  of  notice  of  such  redemption 
shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  redemption,  and  failure  to  receive  such  notice,  or  any  defed 
in  such  notice  so  mailed,  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  proceedings  for  the  redemption  of 
such  Series  2009A  Bonds  or  the  cessation  of  accrual  of  interest  on  such  Series  2009A  Bonds  on 
the  Redemption  Date. 

Notice  of  such  redemption  also  shall  be  given,  or  caused  to  be  given,  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  by  (i)  registered  or  certified  mail,  postage  prepaid,  (ii)  confirmed  facsimile 
transmission  or  (iii)  overnight  delivery  service,  to  (a)  all  organizations  registered  wWh  the 
Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  as  securities  depositories  and  (b)  such  other  services 
or  organizations  as  may  be  required  in  accordance  vuith  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
described  in  Section  18  hereof. 

The  notice  or  notices  required  for  redemption  shall  be  given  by  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any 
agent  appointed  by  the  City.  A  certificate  of  the  City  Treasurer  or  such  other  appointed  agent  of 
the  City  that  notice  of  redemption  has  been  given  to  the  ov^ner  of  any  Series  2009A  Bond  in 
accordance  v^ith  this  Resolution  shall  be  conclusive  against  all  parties. 

At  the  time  the  City  Treasurer  or  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  his  or  her  designee  (the 
"Controller")  determines  to  optionally  call  and  redeem  any  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  the  City 
Treasurer  or  his  or  her  agent  shall  establish  a  redemption  account  to  be  described  or  known  as 
the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008), 
Series  2009A  Redemption  Account"  (the  "Series  2009A  Redemption  Account")  and  prior  to  or  on 
the  Redemption  Date  there  must  be  set  aside  in  said  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account 
moneys  available  for  the  purpose  and  sufficient  to  redeem  as  provided  in  this  Resolution,  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds  designated  in  said  notice  of  redemption,  subject  to  rescission  as  hereinafter 
provided.  Said  moneys  must  be  set  aside  in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account  solely  for 
the  purpose  of,  and  shall  be  applied  on  or  after  the  Redemption  Date  to,  payment  of  the 
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redemption  price  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  be  redeemed  upon  presentation  and  surrender 
of  sucli  Series  2009A  Bonds.  Any  interest  due  on  or  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  may  be  paid 
from  the  Series  2009A  Bond  Account  as  provided  in  Section  9  hereof  or  from  the  Series  2009A 
Redemption  Account.  IVloneys  held  from  time  to  time  in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account 
shall  be  invested  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to  the  City's  policies  and  guidelines  for 
investment  of  General  Fund  moneys.  If,  after  all  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  have  been 
redeemed  and  canceled  or  paid  and  canceled,  there  are  moneys  remaining  in  said  Series  2009A 
Redemption  Account,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  or  to 
such  other  fund  or  account  as  required  by  applicable  law;  provided,  however,  that  if  said  moneys 
are  part  of  the  proceeds  of  refunding  bonds,  said  moneys  shall  be  transferred  pursuant  to  the 
resolution  authorizing  such  refunding  bonds. 

When  notice  of  optional  redemption  has  been  given,  substantially  as  provided  herein,  and 
when  the  amount  necessary  for  the  redemption  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  called  for  redemption 
(principal,  premium,  if  any  and  accrued  interest  to  the  Redemption  Date)  is  set  aside  for  that 
purpose  in  said  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account,  as  provided  herein,  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
designated  for  redemption  shall  become  due  and  payable  on  the  Redemption  Date  therefor,  and 
upon  presentation  and  surrender  of  said  Series  2009A  Bonds  at  the  place  specified  in  the  notice 
of  redemption,  such  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  be  redeemed  and  paid  at  said  redemption  price 
out  of  said  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account.  No  interest  will  accrue  on  such  Series  2009A 
Bonds  called  for  redemption  after  the  Redemption  Date  and  the  registered  owners  of  such 
Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  look  for  payment  of  such  Series  2009A  Bonds  only  to  said  Series 
2009A  Redemption  Account.  All  Series  2009A  Bonds  redeemed  shall  be  canceled  forthwith  by 
the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  not  be  reissued. 

The  City  may  rescind  any  optional  redemption  and  notice  thereof  for  any  reason  on  any 
date  prior  to  the  Redemption  Date  therefor  by  causing  written  notice  of  the  rescission  to  be  given 
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to  the  owners  of  all  Series  2009A  Bonds  so  called  for  redemption.  Any  optional  redemption  and 
notice  thereof  shall  be  rescinded  if  for  any  reason  on  the  Redemption  Date  funds  are  not  or  will 
not  be  available  in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  in  full 
on  said  date  the  principal  of,  interest,  and  any  premium  due  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  called 
for  redemption.  Notice  of  rescission  of  redemption  shall  be  given  in  the  same  manner  notice  of 
redemption  was  originally  given.  The  actual  receipt  by  the  owner  of  any  Series  2009A  Bond  of 
notice  of  such  rescission  shall  not  be  a  condition  precedent  to  rescission,  and  failure  to  receive 
such  notice  or  any  defect  in  such  notice  so  mailed  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  rescission. 

Section  9.  Series  2009A  Bond  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the 
City  Treasurer  a  special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  Bond  Account  (the  "Bond  Account")  created  pursuant  to 
the  Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A  Bond  Account  (the  "Series  2009A 
Bond  Account"),"  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  All  interest 
earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Bond  Account  shall  be  retained  in  the 
Series  2009A  Bond  Account. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  is  due,  including  any  Series  2009A  Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on 
said  date,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate  to  and  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Bond  Account, 
from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2009A  Bond  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal  and  interes 
on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  on  such  date. 

On  or  prior  to  the  date  on  which  any  Series  2009A  Bonds  are  to  be  redeemed  at  the 
option  of  the  City  pursuant  to  this  Resolution,  the  City  Treasurer  may  allocate  to  and  deposit 
in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account,  from  amounts  held  in  the  Bond  Account  pursuant  tc 
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Section  8  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  an  amount  which,  when  added  to  any  available 
moneys  contained  in  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account,  is  sufficient  to  pay  principal, 
interest  and  premium,  if  any,  on  such  Series  2009A  Bonds  on  such  date.  The  City  Treasurer 
may  make  such  other  provision  for  the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  and  any  redemption 
premium  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  as  is  necessary  or  convenient  to  permit  the  optional 
redemption  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds. 

Amounts  in  the  Series  2009A  Bond  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2009A  Bond  Account  with  other  City  moneys 
or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2009A  Bond  Account  into  a  separate  fund  or  funds 
for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series 
2009A  Bond  Account  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for  separately  notwithstanding  any  such 
commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer.  Any  bid  premium  or  accrued  interest 
received  upon  the  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Series  2009A 
Bond  Account 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  with  the  City  Treasurer  a 
special  subaccount  in  the  General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  Project  Account  (the  "Project  Account")  created  pursuant  to  the 
Authorizing  Resolution,  to  be  designated  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco 
General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008),  Series  2009A  Project  Account"  (the  "Series 
2009A  Project  Account"),  to  be  held  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  City.  Al 
interest  earned  on  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  shall  be  retained 
in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account.  Amounts  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  shall  be 
expended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution  for  the  Project  (as 
defined  in  the  Authorizing  Resolution)  or  portions  thereof. 
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Amounts  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  may  be  invested  in  any  investment  of  the 
City  in  which  moneys  in  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  are  invested.  The  City  Treasurer  may 
commingle  any  of  the  moneys  held  in  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  with  other  City 
moneys  or  deposit  amounts  credited  to  the  Series  2009A  Project  Account  into  a  separate  fund 
or  funds  for  investment  purposes  only;  provided,  however,  that  all  of  the  moneys  held  in  the 
Series  2009A  Project  Account  (including  interest  earnings)  hereunder  shall  be  accounted  for 
separately  notwithstanding  any  such  commingling  or  separate  deposit  by  the  City  Treasurer. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  on  behalf  of  the  City,  the  costs  of  issuance  associated  with  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds.  Costs  of  issuance  of  the  Senes  2009A  Bonds  shall  include,  without 
limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and  publication  expenses,  rating 
agency  fees,  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents,  registrars,  financial  consultants,  bond 
counsel  and  disclosure  counsel  and  the  reimbursement  of  departmental  expenses  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds. 

Section  1 1 .  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  the  procedures  set  forth  in  Section  8  hereof  relating  to  registration  of  ownership  of 
the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  and  payments  and  redemption  notices  to  owners  of  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds  may  be  modified  to  comply  with  the  policies  and  procedures  of  such  depository.  The  City 
will  not  have  any  responsibility  or  obligation  to  any  purchaser  of  a  beneficial  ownership  interest  in 
any  Series  2009A  Bonds  or  to  any  participants  in  such  a  depository  with  respect  to  (i)  the 
accuracy  of  any  records  maintained  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein;  (ii) 
any  notice  that  is  permitted  or  required  to  be  given  to  the  owners  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
under  this  Resolution;  (iii)  the  selection  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of 
any  person  to  receive  payment  in  the  event  of  a  partial  redemption  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds;

(iv)  the  payment  by  such  securities  depository  or  any  participant  therein  of  any  amount  with 
respect  to  the  principal  or  redemption  premium,  if  any,  or  interest  due  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds;  (v)  any  consent  given  or  other  action  taken  by  such  securities  depository  as  the 
owner  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds;  or  (vi)  any  other  matter. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  agents 
as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable  law  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent,  fiscal 
agent,  rebate  calculation  agent  or  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  or  may 
assist  the  City  Treasurer  in  performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  Such  agents  shall  serve  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed 
pursuant  to  this  paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  12.  Defeasance  Provisions.  Payment  of  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds  may  be  provided  for  prior  to  such  Series  2009A  Bonds'  respective  stated  maturities  by 
irrevocably  depositing  with  the  City  Treasurer  (or  any  commercial  bank  or  trust  company 
designated  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  act  as  escrow  agent  with  respect  thereto): 

(a)     An  amount  of  cash  equal  to  the  principal  amount  of  all  of  such  Series 
2009A  Bonds  or  a  portion  thereof,  and  all  unpaid  interest  thereon  to  maturity,  except  that  in  the 
case  of  Series  2009A  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to  such  Series  2009A  Bonds' 
respective  stated  maturities  and  in  respect  of  which  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  have  been 
given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an  irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have 
been  made  by  the  City,  the  amount  to  be  deposited  shall  be  the  principal  amount  thereof,  all 
unpaid  interest  thereon  to  the  Redemption  Date,  and  premium,  if  any,  due  on  such  Redemption 
Date;  or 
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(b)      Defeasance  Securities  (as  herein  defined)  not  subject  to  call,  except  as 
provided  below  in  the  definition  thereof,  maturing  and  paying  interest  at  such  times  and  in  such 
amounts,  together  with  interest  earnings  and  cash,  if  required,  as  will,  without  reinvestment,  as 
certified  by  an  independent  certified  public  accountant,  be  fully  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  and 
all  unpaid  interest  to  maturity,  or  to  the  Redemption  Date,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  any  premium 
due  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  be  paid  or  redeemed,  as  such  principal  and  interest  come 
due;  provided,  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  which  are  to  be  redeemed  prior  to 
maturity,  notice  of  such  redemption  shall  be  given  as  provided  in  Section  8  hereof  or  an 
irrevocable  election  to  give  such  notice  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City;  then,  all  obligations  of 
the  City  with  respect  to  said  outstanding  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  cease  and  terminate,  except 
only  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  from  the  funds  deposited  pursuant  to 
paragraphs  (a)  or  (b)  of  this  Section  1 2,  to  the  owners  of  said  Series  2009A  Bonds  all  sums  due 
with  respect  thereto  and  the  obligations  of  the  City  pursuant  to  Section  17  hereof;  provided,  that 
the  City  shall  have  received  an  opinion  of  nationally  recognized  bond  counsel,  that  provision  for 
the  payment  of  said  Series  2009A  Bonds  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  this  Section  12. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Defeasance  Securities"  shall  mean  any  of  the  following 
which  at  the  time  are  legal  investments  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  for  the  moneys 
proposed  to  be  invested  therein: 

(1 )  United  States  Obligations  (as  herein  defined);  and 

(2)  Pre-refunded  fixed  interest  rate  municipal  obligations  meeting  the  following 
conditions:  (a)  the  municipal  obligations  are  not  subject  to  redemption  prior  to  maturity,  or  the 
trustee  has  been  given  irrevocable  instructions  concerning  their  calling  and  redemption  and  the 
issuer  has  covenanted  not  to  redeem  such  obligations  other  than  as  set  forth  in  such 
instructions;  (b)  the  municipal  obligations  are  secured  by  cash  and/or  United  States  Obligations; 
(c)  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  United  States  Obligations  (plus  any  cash  in  the  escrow 
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fund  or  the  Series  2009A  Redemption  Account)  are  sufficient  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the 
municipal  obligations;  (d)the  United  States  Obligations  serving  as  security  for  the  municipal 
obligations  are  held  by  the  City  Treasurer  or,  if  appointed  by  the  City  Treasurer  pursuant  to 
Section  1 1  hereof,  an  escrow  agent  or  trustee;  (e)  the  United  States  Obligations  are  not  available 
to  satisfy  any  other  claims,  including  those  against  the  trustee  or  escrow  agent;  and  (f)  the 
municipal  obligations  are  rated,  at  the  time  of  original  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund,  "AAA"  by  S&P 
and  "Aaa"  by  Moody's. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "United  States  Obligations"  shall  mean  (i)  direct  and 
general  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  obligations  that  are  unconditionally 
guaranteed  as  to  principal  and  interest  by  the  United  States  of  America,  including  without 
limitation,  the  interest  component  of  Resolution  Funding  Corporation  (REFCORP)  bonds  which 
have  been  stripped  by  request  to  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  New  York  in  book-entry  form  or 
(ii)  any  security  issued  by  an  agency  or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States  of  America  which  is 
selected  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  that  results  in  the  escrow  fund  being  rated  in  the 
highest  ratings  category  by  any  two  Rating  Agencies  at  the  time  of  the  initial  deposit  to  the 
escrow  fund  and  upon  any  substitution  or  subsequent  deposit  to  the  escrow  fund. 

For  purposes  of  this  Section  12,  "Rating  Agencies"  shall  mean  Moody's  Investors 
Service,  Inc.,  Fitch  Ratings,  and  Standard  and  Poor's  Rating  Services,  a  division  of  The 
McGraw-Hill  Companies,  Inc.,  or  any  other  nationally-recognized  bond  rating  agency  which  is 
the  successor  to  any  of  the  foregoing  rating  agencies  or  which  is  othenwise  established  after 
the  date  hereof. 

Section  13.  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting 
bids  for  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  (the  "Official  Notice  of  Sale")  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby 
approved  and  adopted  as  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  inviting  bids  for  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
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with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19 
hereof. 

Proposals  shall  be  received  on  the  date  designated  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance 
pursuant  to  Section  4  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  mailed  or  otherwise  circulated  to  prospective  bidders  for  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
copies  of  said  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may 
be  acceptable  to  the  Director  of  Public  Finance. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  award  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  the  bidder 
whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance  with  the 
procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale,  which  award  shall  be  set  forth  in  a  certificate 
signed  by  the  Controller  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  and  the  original 
purchasers  thereof  (herein  referred  to  as  the  "Bond  Award").  .  The  Controller  shall  provide  a 
copy  of  the  Bond  Award  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance;  provided,  however,  that  failure  to  provide  such  copies  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  the  Bond  Award. 

Section  14.  Publication  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds.  The  form  of  proposed  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  (the  "Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds")  submitted  to  the  Board  is 
hereby  approved  and  adopted  as  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds  for  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  the  Notice 
of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  subject  to  such  corrections,  revisions  or  additions  as  may  be  made  in 
accordance  with  Section  19  hereof,  to  be  published  once  in  The  Bond  Buyer  or  another  financial 
publication  generally  circulated  throughout  the  State  of  California. 

Section  15.  Sale  of  Bonds;  Solicitation  of  Competitive  Bids;  Negotiated  Sale.  This  Board 
hereby  authorizes  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  solicitation  of  competitive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds  on  the  date  and  at  the  place  detennined  in  accordance  with  the  Official 
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Notice  of  Sale  herein  referenced,  by  negotiated  sale  to  underwriters  or  by  private  placement  with 
qualified  institutional  investors,  the  form  and  manner  of  such  sale  to  be  determined  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance,  if  such  form  of  sale  is  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  to 
be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof  and,  in  connection  therewith,  to  enter  into 
the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement,  pursuant  to  which  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  will  be  sold  to  the 
underwriter(s)  named  therein  (collectively,  together  with  the  investment  agreement  referred  to 
below,  the  "Bond  Purchase  Agreement").  The  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  is  hereby  approved 
substantially  in  the  form  presented  to  this  meeting,  with  such  additions  and  changes  therein  as 
the  Director  shall  approve  as  being  in  the  best  interests  of  the  City.  The  underwriters'  discount 
under  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  shall  not  exceed  2.00%  of  the  principal  amount  of  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds,  the  interest  rate  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  not  exceed  12.00%  per 
annum,  and  the  final  maturity  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  shall  not  be  later  than  the  date 
specified  in  Section  4  hereof .  This  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  sale  and  purchase  of  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  by  private  placement  with  one  or  more  qualified  institutional  investors  as  the 
Director  shall  approve  and  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
determine  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof  and,  in  connection  therewith,  to  enter  into  an 
investment  agreement,  pursuant  to  which  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  will  be  sold  to  the  purchasers 
named  therein,  such  investment  agreement  to  be  subject  to  the  same  limitations,  terms  and 
provisions  as  herein  specified  for  the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement  referred  to  in  the  first  sentence 
of  this  Section  1 5. 

Section  16.  Official  Statement.  The  form  of  proposed  Official  Statement  describing  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement")  submitted  to  the  Board. is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Official  Statement  describing  the  Series  A  Bonds,  with  such  additions, 
corrections  and  revisions  as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in 
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accordance  with  Section  19  hereof.  The  Controller  or  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  revise  the  Official  Statement  to  conform  it  to  the  City's 
Comprehensive  Annual  Fiscal  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30.  2008,  subject  to 
review  and  approval  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney").  The  Controller  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  a  Preliminary  Official  Statement  deemed  final 
for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to 
sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is  hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  sign 
the  final  Official  Statement.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed  or  electronically  distributed  to  prospective  bidders  for  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds  copies  of  the  Official  Statement  in  substantially  the  form  of  the 
Preliminary  Official  Statement  approved  and  adopted  hereby,  as  completed,  supplemented, 
corrected  or  revised. 

Section  17.  Tax  Covenants,  (a)    General.  The  City  hereby  covenants  with  the  holders 
of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  that,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  Resolution,  it 
shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fail  to  take  any  action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action 
would  adversely  affect  the  exclusion  from  gross  income  of  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
under  Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (the  "Code"),  and  the  regulations 
issued  thereunder,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  any  successor 
provisions  of  law.  Reference  to  a  particular  section  of  the  Code  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
reference  to  any  successor  to  any  such  section.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use 
or  permit  the  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  or  any  of  the  property  financed  or 
refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person 
other  than  a  governmental  unit  (as  such  term  is  used  in  Section  141  of  the  Code),  in  such 
manner  or  to  such  extent  as  would  result  in  the  loss  of  exclusion  of  interest  on  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  from  gross  income  for  federal  income  tax  purposes. 
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(b)  Use  of  Proceeds.  The  City  shall  not  take  any  action,  or  fall  to  take  any 
action,  if  any  such  action  or  failure  to  take  action  would  cause  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code,  and  in  furtherance 
thereof,  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  or  any  of  the 
property  financed  or  refinanced  with  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  be 
"private  activity  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  141  of  the  Code.  To  that  end,  so  long 
as  any  Series  2009A  Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City,  with  respect  to  such  proceeds  and 
property  and  such  other  funds,  will  comply  with  applicable  requirements  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  and  under 
Section  103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954,  as  amended  (the  "1954  Code"),  to  the 
extent  such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  applicable  and  in  effect.  The  City  shall  establish 
reasonable  procedures  necessary  to  ensure  continued  compliance  with  Section  141  of  the 
Code  {or,  if  applicable,  the  1954  Code)  and  the  continued  qualification  of  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds  as  "governmental  bonds." 

(c)  Arbitrage.  The  City  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  use  or  permit  the  use 
of  any  proceeds  of  any  Series  2009A  Bonds,  or  of  any  property  financed  or  refinanced 
thereby,  or  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  action,  that  would  cause  the 
Series  2009A  Bonds  to  be  "arbitrage  bonds"  within  the  meaning  of  Section  148  of  the  Code. 
To  that  end,  the  City  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  Section  148  of  the  Code  and  all 
regulations  of  the  United  States  Department  of  the  Treasury  issued  thereunder  to  the  extent 
such  requirements  are,  at  the  time,  in  effect  and  applicable  to  the  Series  2009A  Bonds. 

(d)  Federal  Guarantee.  The  City  shall  not  make  any  use  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Series  2009A  Bonds  or  any  other  funds  of  the  City,  or  take  or  omit  to  take  any  other 
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action,  that  would  cause  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  be  "federally  guaranteed"  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  149(b)  of  the  Code. 

(e)      Compliance  with  Tax  Certificate.  In  furtherance  of  the  foregoing  tax 
covenants  of  this  Section  17,  the  City  covenants  that  it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Tax  Certificate  to  be  executed  by  the  City,  dated  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A 
Bonds,  as  it  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  (herein  called  the  "Tax  Certificate").  This 
covenant  shall  survive  payment  in  full  or  defeasance  of  the  Senes  2009A  Bonds. 

Section  18.  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  issued  by  the  City  to  permit  the  original  purchasers  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to 
comply  with  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  Rule  15c2-12  promulgated  under  the 
Securities  Exchange  Act  of  1934,  as  amended,  submitted  to  the  Board  is  hereby  approved  and 
adopted  as  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  additions,  corrections  and  revisions 
as  may  be  determined  to  be  necessary  or  desirable  made  in  accordance  with  Section  19  hereof. 
The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate 
on  behalf  of  the  City  and  deliver  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  to  the  original  purchasers 
of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds. 

Section  19.  Modification  to  Documents.  Any  City  official  authorized  by  this  Resolution  to 
execute  any  document  is  hereby  further  authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and 
Co-Bond  Counsel,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
to  the  document  or  documents  such  official  is  authorized  to  execute  as  may  be  necessary  or 
advisable  (provided  that  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  not 
authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Series  2009A  Bonds  in  excess  of  $136,000,000  or 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4  hereof).  The  approval  of  any  change,  addition, 
amendment  or  modification  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 
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Section  20.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and  agents 
of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  are  hereby 
approved,  confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  21 .  Relationship  to  Authorizing  Resolution.  In  the  event  of  any  conflict  between 
this  Resolution  and  the  Authorizing  Resolution,  the  terms  of  this  Resolution  shall  control. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing  and  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Authorizing  Resolution, 
the  City  is  not  obligated  to  transfer  money  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City  to  the  Bond 
Account  to  pay  for  principal  and/or  interest  on  the  Series  2009A  Bonds. 

Section  22.  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  to  reimburse 
prior  expenditures  of  the  City  incurred  prior  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds 
in  connection  with  the  Project  or  portions  thereof  to  be  financed  by  the  Series  2009A  Bonds. 
The  Board  hereby  declares  the  City's  intent  to  reimburse  the  City  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  for  the  expenditures  with  respect  to  the  Project  (the  "Expenditures"  and  each,  an 
"Expenditure")  made  on  and  after  that  date  that  is  no  more  than  60  days  prior  to  adoption  of  this 
Resolution.  The  City  reasonably  expects  on  the  date  hereof  that  it  will  reimburse  the 
Expenditures  with  the  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds. 

Each  Expenditure  was  and  will  be  either  (a)  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital 
account  under  general  federal  income  tax  principles  (determined  in  each  case  as  of  the  date  of 
the  Expenditure),  (b)  a  cost  of  issuance  with  respect  to  the  Series  2009A  Bonds,  (c)  a 
nonrecurring  item  that  is  not  customarily  payable  from  current  revenues,  or  (d)  a  grant  to  a  party 
that  is  not  related  to  or  an  agent  of  the  City  so  long  as  such  grant  does  not  impose  any  obligation 
or  condition  (directly  or  indirectly)  to  repay  any  amount  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  City.  The 
maximum  principal  amount  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project  is 
$136,000,000.  The  City  shall  make  a  reimbursement  allocation,  which  is  a  written  allocation  by 
the  City  that  evidences  the  City's  use  of  proceeds  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds  to  reimburse  an 
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Expenditure,  no  later  than  18  months  after  the  later  of  the  date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid 
or  the  Project  is  placed  in  service  or  abandoned,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  years  after  the 
date  on  which  the  Expenditure  is  paid.  The  City  recognizes  that  exceptions  are  available  for 
certain  "preliminary  expenditures,"  costs  of  issuance,  certain  de  minimis  amounts,  expenditures 
by  "small  issuers"  (based  on  the  year  of  issuance  and  not  the  year  of  expenditure)  and 
expenditures  for  construction  projects  of  at  least  5  years. 

Section  23.  Accountability  Reports.  The  Series  2009A  Bonds  are  subject  to  Article  V  of 
Chapter  5  of  the  City's  Administrative  Code.  Accountability  report(s)  with  respect  to  the  Series 
2009A  Bonds  shall  be  submitted  at  the  time(s)  and  in  the  manner  required  by  said  Article  V. 

Section  24.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Mayor,  the 
City  Treasurer,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  are  each 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps 
and  to  issue,  deliver  or  enter  into  any  and  all  certificates,  requisitions,  agreements,  notices, 
consents,  and  other  documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  letters  of  representations  to  any  depository  or  depositories 
which  they  or  any  of  them  might  deem  necessary  or  appropriate  in  order  to  consummate  the 
lawful  issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  Series  2009A  Bonds.

WHEREAS,  This  Board  has  determined,  and  does  hereby  declare  that  it  is  necessary 
and  desirable  that  all  of  said  bonds  designated  generally  as  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  (the 
"Bonds")  (each  series  to  bear  such  additional  or  other  designation  as  may  be  necessary  or 
appropriate  to  distinguish  such  series  from  every  other  series  and  from  other  bonds  issued  by 
the  City)  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $887,400,000,  be  issued  and  sold  in  series  from 
time  to  time,  for  the  purposes  authorized  and  on  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this  Resolution; 
and. 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  will  be  payable  from  proceeds  of  the  annual  tax  levy  as 
provided  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Bonds  are  being  issued  pursuant  to  a  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the 
Board,  Title  5,  Division  2,  Part  1,  Chapter  3,  Article  4.5  of  the  California  Government  Code, 
the  Charter  of  the  City  and  a  duly  held  election;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.106  of  the  Charter  of  the  City,  there  shall  be 
delivered  a  certificate  of  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  City,  concurrently  with  the  issuance  of 
each  series  of  Bonds,  except  for  any  series  of  Bonds  issued  to  refund  any  bond  anticipation 
notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  issuance  of  such  Series  of  Bonds,  stating  that  the 
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outstanding  general  obligation  bond  indebtedness  of  the  City,  including  all  series  of  the  Bonds 
issued  and  to  be  issued  and  outstanding  on  the  date  of  delivery  of  such  series,  will  not  exceed 
three  percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  all  taxable  real  and  personal  property  located  within 
the  City;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Conditions  Precedent.  Subject  to  certification  to  the  Board  by  the  Registrar 
of  Voters  of  the  City  that  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  on  the  proposition  described  in 
Section  3  hereof  favored  the  incurring  of  such  bonded  indebtedness,  all  conditions,  things  and 
acts  required  by  law  to  exist,  to  happen  and  to  be  performed  precedent  to  and  in  the  issuance 
of  the  Bonds  exist,  have  happened  and  have  been  performed  in  due  time,  form  and  manner  in 
accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  the  City  is  now  authorized  pursuant  to  this  Charter  and 
applicable  law  to  incur  indebtedness  in  the  manner  and  form  provided  in  this  Resolution. 

Section  3,  Issuance  of  the  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  $887,400,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  for  the  following  proposition: 

SAN  FRANCISCO  GENERAL  HOSPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  BONDS,  2008. 
$887,400,000  for  the  building  and/or  rebuilding  and  improving  of  the  earthquake  safety  of  the 
San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  Trauma  Center  and  related  costs  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes  and  related  acquisition,  construction,  and 
reconstruction  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  foregoing  purposes. 

The  Bonds  may  be  sold  in  one  or  more  series,  as  the  Board  shall  determine,  and  shall 
be  sold  in  accordance  with  law,  as  such  law  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended, 
supplemented  or  revised,  and  on  the  terms  and  conditions  approved  by  the  Board  in  this 
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Resolution,  as  supplemented  by  such  other  resolution  or  resolutions  relating  to  such  series  of 
Bonds.  The  offering  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  may  be  aggregated  with  the  offering  and  sale  of 
other  general  obligation  bonds  being  issued  by  the  City  as  authorized  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Board. 

Section  4.  Execution  and  Authentication.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and 
directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  set  forth  the  form  of  such  bond,  with  such 
necessary  or  appropriate  variations,  omissions  and  insertions  as  may  be  permitted  by  such 
resolution.  "CUSIP"  identification  numbers  may  be  imprinted  on  Bonds,  but  such  numbers 
shall  not  constitute  a  part  of  the  contract  evidenced  by  the  Bonds  and  any  error  or  omission 
with  respect  thereto  shall  not  constitute  cause  for  refusal  of  any  purchaser  to  accept  delivery 
of  and  pay  for  the  Bonds.  In  addition,  failure  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  use  such  CUSIP 
numbers  in  any  notice  to  Owners  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  constitute  an  event  of  default  or  any 
violation  of  the  City's  contract  with  such  Owners  and  shall  not  impair  the  effectiveness  of  any 
such  notice. 

The  Bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  countersigned  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board.  All  signatures  hereinbefore  referred  to  may  be  facsimile  or  manual.  The  Treasurer 
of  the  City  (the  "City  Treasurer")  shall  authenticate  the  Bonds  by  manual  signature,  and  when 
so  executed  and  authenticated,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  shall  deliver  the  Bonds  to  or  for  the 
account  of  the  purchaser  in  exchange  for  the  purchase  price  thereof. 

In  case  of  such  officers  whose  signatures  or  countersignatures  appear  on  the  Bond 
shall  cease  to  be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  of  such  Bonds  to  the  purchaser,  such 
signatures  or  countersignatures  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes  as  if 
they  had  remained  in  office  until  the  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 
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Section  5.  Transfer  or  Exchange  and  Registration  of  Bonds.  Any  Bond  may  be 
transferred  or  exchanged  in  accordance  with  its  ternns  and  the  resolution  of  the  Board 
authorizing  and  directing  its  sale.  Each  Bond  shall  be  registered  in  accordance  with  the 
resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  its  sale. 

Section  6.  General  Redemption  Provisions.  The  terms  of  redemption  (whether 
optional  redemption  or  mandatory  redemption),  if  any,  of  any  series  of  Bonds  and  the  manner 
prescribed  for  notice  of  any  redemption  of  such  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  set  forth  in  the 
resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  to  be  redeemed. 

The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds 
shall  provide  that  the  City  Treasurer  shall  establish  a  Redemption  Account  for  such  series  of 
Bonds  and  shall  further  provide  for  the  deposit  and  application  of  moneys  in  such  Redemption 
Account. 

Section  7.  Tax  Lew.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds,  the  Board  at  the  time  of  fixing  the  general  tax  levy  shall  fix,  and  in  the  manner 
provided  for  such  general  tax  levy,  levy  and  collect  annually  until  the  Bonds  are  paid,  or  until 
there  shall  be  a  sum  set  apart  for  that  purpose  in  the  treasury  of  the  City  sufficient  to  meet  all 
sums  coming  due  for  payment  of  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds,  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay 
the  annual  interest  on  the  Bonds  as  the  same  becomes  due  and  also  such  part  of  the  principal 
thereof  as  shall  become  due  before  the  proceeds  of  a  tax  levied  at  the  time  for  making  the 
next  general  tax  levy  can  be  made  available  for  the  payment  of  such  interest  or  principal. 

Said  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other  taxes  levied  for  City  purposes,  shall  be 
collected  at  the  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  of  the  City  are  collected,  and 
shall  be  used  only  for  the  payment  of  the  Bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 
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All  taxes  collected  pursuant  to  this  Section  7  shall  be  deposited  forthwith  in  a  special 
account  to  be  designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital 
Improvement  Bonds,  2008)  Bond  Account"  (the  "Bond  Account")  and  each  and  every  series  of 
Bonds  issued  under  this  Resolution  shall  be  equally  and  ratably  secured  by  the  taxes 
collected  pursuant  to  this  Section.  Such  account  shall  be  administered  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts.  Pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board 
authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds,  the  City  Treasurer  may  establish 
such  additional  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  or  with  any  agent, 
including  but  not  limited  to  any  paying  agent  or  fiscal  agent,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds.  The  resolution  of 
the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  shall  establish 
subaccounts  within  the  Bond  Account  for  each  series  of  the  Bonds  to  provide  for  the  payment 
of  principal  and  interest  on  such  series  of  Bonds. 

The  City  Treasurer  shall  also  deposit  in  the  Bond  Account  from  the  proceeds  of  sale  of 
the  Bonds,  any  moneys  received  on  account  of  interest  accrued  on  the  Bonds  to  the  date  of 
payment  of  the  purchase  price  thereof,  and  such  other  moneys,  if  any,  as  may  be  specified  in 
the  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and  directing  the  sale  of  each  series  of  Bonds.  So  long 
as  any  of  the  Bonds  are  outstanding,  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  applied 
by  the  City  Treasurer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the 
Bonds  as  such  principal  and  interest  shall  become  due  and  payable,  or  for  purchase  of  Bonds 
if  permitted  by  the  resolution  providing  for  the  sale  of  such  series  of  Bonds;  provided, 
however,  that  when  all  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  Bonds  have  been  paid,  any 
moneys  then  remaining  in  said  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  City. 
The  Board  shall  take  such  actions  annually  as  are  necessary  or  appropriate  to  cause  the  debt 
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service  on  the  Bonds  due  in  any  fiscal  year  to  be  included  in  the  budget  for  such  fiscal  year 
and  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations  therefor. 

Section  8.  Administration  and  Disbursements  From  Bond  Account. 

(a)  Interest.  On  or  before  June  1 5  and  December  1 5  in  each  year  that  any  of  the 
Bonds  are  outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the 
appropriate  subaccounts  therein  relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which,  when 
added  to  the  amount  contained  in  the  Bond  Account  and  subaccounts  therein  on  that  date,  if 
any,  will  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  interest  becoming  due  and  payable  on  each 
series  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  on  such  interest  payment  date. 

(b)  Principal.  On  or  before  June  1 5  in  each  year  that  any  of  the  Bonds  is  outstanding,  the 
City  Treasurer  shall  set  aside  in  the  Bond  Account  and  the  appropriate  subaccounts  therein 
relating  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  an  amount  which  will  be  equal  to  the  principal  on  each  series 
of  the  Bonds  outstanding  that  will  become  due  and  payable  on  said  June  15,  including  those 
Bonds  subject  to  mandatory  redemption  on  such  date  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  such  Bonds. 

All  moneys  in  the  Bond  Account  shall  be  used  and  withdrawn  by  the  City  Treasurer  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  each  series  of  the  Bonds  as  the  same 
shall  become  due  and  payable.  On  June  15  and  December  15  in  each  year  that  any  Bond  is 
outstanding,  the  City  Treasurer  shall  allocate,  transfer  and  apply  to  the  various  subaccounts  in 
the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  the  resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  Bonds,  on  such 
date  on  which  payment  of  principal  or  interest  on  any  series  of  Bonds  is  due,  from  moneys  on 
deposit  in  the  Bond  Account,  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  or 
interest  due  on  said  date  with  respect  to  each  series  of  the  Bonds  then  outstanding.  Unless 
other  provision  shall  have  been  made  pursuant  to  this  Resolution  for  the  payment  of  any  Bond, 
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all  amounts  held  in  the  various  subaccounts  of  the  Bond  Account  created  pursuant  to  the 
resolutions  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  shall  be  used  and  applied  by  the  City 
Treasurer  to  pay  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  due  on  the  series  of  the  Bonds  to 
which  such  subaccount  relates,  as  and  when  due. 

Section  9.  Appointment  of  Depositories  and  Other  Agents.  The  City  Treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more  depositories  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
desirable  and  may  authorize  such  depository  to  perform,  under  the  supervision  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  any  of  the  City  Treasurer's  duties  and  responsibilities  under  this  Resolution,  to  the 
extent  permitted  by  applicable  law. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  hereby  also  authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  one  or  more 
agents  as  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable.  To  the  extent  permitted  by  applicable 
law  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  City  Treasurer,  such  agents  may  serve  as  paying  agent, 
fiscal  agent,  escrow  agent  or  registrar  for  the  Bonds  or  may  assist  the  City  Treasurer  in 
performing  any  or  all  of  such  functions  and  such  other  duties  as  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
determine  including  such  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  City  Treasurer  provided  for  in  this 
Resolution.  Such  agents  shall  sen/e  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City  Treasurer 
shall  determine.  The  City  Treasurer  may  remove  or  replace  agents  appointed  pursuant  to  this 
paragraph  at  any  time. 

Section  10.  Project  Account.  There  is  hereby  established  a  project  account  to  be 
designated  as  the  "General  Obligation  Bonds  (San  Francisco  General  Hospital  Improvement 
Bonds,  2008)  Project  Account"  (the  "Project  Account").  The  Project  Account  shall  be 
maintained  by  the  City  Treasurer,  as  a  separate  account,  segregated  and  distinct  from  all 
other  accounts.  The  City  Treasurer  may  establish  such  accounts  and  subaccounts  within  the 
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Project  Account  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  in  connection  with  the  administration  of 
the  Project  or  the  Bonds. 

All  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  (excluding  any  premium  and  accrued 
interest  received  thereon,  unless  otherwise  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance) 
shall  be  deposited  by  the  City  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  Project  Account  and  shall  be 
applied  exclusively  to  the  objects  and  purposes  specified  in  the  proposition  set  forth  in 
Section  3  hereof.  When  such  objects  and  purposes  have  been  accomplished,  any  moneys 
remaining  in  such  account  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Bond  Account  established  pursuant  to 
Section  7  hereof  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  and  interest  on  any  series  of 
Bonds.  Amounts  in  the  Project  Account  may  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  costs  of  issuance 
of  the  Bonds,  including,  without  limitation,  bond  and  financial  printing  expenses,  mailing  and 
publication  expenses,  rating  agency  fees,  and  the  fees  and  expenses  of  paying  agents, 
registrars,  financial  consultants  and  bond  counsel. 

Section  1 1 .  Defeasance  Provisions.  The  resolution  of  the  Board  authorizing  and 
directing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  the  defeasance  of  such  series  of 
Bonds.  Any  Bonds  which  have  been  deemed  paid  in  accordance  with  the  defeasance 
provisions  of  the  Board  resolution  authorizing  and  directing  their  sale  shall  no  longer  be 
deemed  outstanding  under  this  Resolution. 

Section  12.  Tax  Covenants.  The  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  bonds  the  interest  on  which 
is  excluded  from  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes  or  as  bonds  the 
interest  on  which  is  included  in  gross  income  for  federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes.  With 
respect  to  any  series  of  the  Bonds  the  interest  on  which  is  excluded  from  gross  income  for 
federal  or  state  income  tax  purposes,  the  City  may  make  such  covenants  and  representations 
as  are  necessary  or  convenient  to  comply  with  applicable  laws  and  regulations. 
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Section  13.  Other  Terms  and  Provisions  Relating  To  the  Bonds.  The  resolution  of  the 
Board  providing  for  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  may  provide  for  (a)  the  purchase  of  bond 
insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  relating  to  such  series  of  Bonds  and  to  the 
establishment  of  such  additional  terms  and  procedures  as  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for 
the  application  of  such  bond  insurance  or  other  credit  enhancement  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Bondholders;  (b)  the  investment  of  moneys  held  in  any  fund  or  account  relating  to  the  Bonds 
in  specific  categories  or  types  of  investments,  so  long  as  such  investments  are  legal 
investments  for  the  City  and  in  compliance  with  any  policy  or  guideline  of  the  City  applicable 
thereto;  and  (c)  the  adoption  of  any  supplemental  resolutions  relating  solely  to  such  series  of 
Bonds. 

Section  14.  Supplemental  Resolutions.  For  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes 
and  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time,  a  supplemental  resolution  of  the  City  may  be  adopted, 
which,  without  the  requirement  of  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  Bonds,  shall  be  fully  effective  in 
accordance  with  its  terms: 

(a)  To  add  to  the  covenants  and  agreements  of  the  City  in  this  Resolution  or  any 
resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  covenants  and  agreements  to  be 
obsen/ed  by  the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Resolution  or  any 
resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  theretofore  in  effect; 

(b)  To  add  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  in  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds,  other  limitations  and  restrictions  to  be  observed  by 
the  City  which  are  not  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution 
authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  theretofore  in  effect; 

(c)  To  confirm,  as  further  assurance,  any  pledge  under,  and  the  subjection  to  any 
lien  or  pledge  created  or  to  be  created  by,  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale 
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of  any  series  of  Bonds  as  then  in  effect,  of  any  moneys,  securities  or  funds,  or  to  establisin  any 
additional  funds  or  accounts  to  be  held  under  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the 
sale  of  any  series  of  Bonds; 

(d)  To  cure  any  ambiguity,  supply  any  omission,  or  cui-e  or  correct  any  defect  or 
inconsistent  provision  in  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of  any  series  of 
Bonds;  or 

(e)  To  make  such  additions,  deletions  or  modifications  as  shall  not  be  materially 
adverse  to  the  owners  of  the  Bonds. 

Any  modification  or  amendment  of  this  Resolution  or  any  resolution  authorizing  the  sale  of 
any  series  of  Bonds  and  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  City  and  of  the  owners  of  the  Bonds, 
in  any  particular,  may  be  made  by  a  supplemental  resolution,  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
owners  of  at  least  a  majority  in  aggregate  principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  outstanding  at  the  time 
such  consent  is  given  (except  as  provided  in  the  preceding  paragraph).  No  such  modificatbn  or 
amendment  shall  permit  a  change  in  the  terms  or  maturity  of  the  principal  of  any  outstanding 
Bonds  or  of  any  interest  payable  thereon  or  a  reduction  in  the  principal  amount  thereof  or  in  the 
rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  shall  reduce  the  percentage  of  Bonds  the  consent  of  the  owners  of 
which  is  required  to  effect  any  such  modification  or  amendment,  or  shall  reduce  the  amount  of 
moneys  for  the  repayment  of  the  Bonds  without  the  consent  of  all  the  owners  of  such  Bonds. 

Section  16.  CEQA  Findings.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  in  accordance  with  the 
actions  contemplated  in  this  resolution,  this  Board,  in  approving  Resolution  No.  307-08  on 
July  16,  2008,  including  the  Attachment  A  and  Exhibit  1  to  Attachment  A,  adopted  findings 
with  respect  to  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for  the  Project  pursuant  to  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act,  ("CEQA"),  CEQA  Guidelines  and  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Chapter  31,  including  the  adoption  of  a  mitigation  monitoring  and 
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reporting  program  and  a  statement  of  overriding  considerations,  ("CEQA  Findings").  The 
CEQA  Findings  for  the  Project  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  080663  and 
are  incorporated  into  this  resolution  by  this  reference.  The  Board  further  finds  that  on  the 
basis  of  substantial  evidence  and  in  light  of  the  whole  record,  there  are  no  changes  in  the 
Project,  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Project  will  be  undertaken  or  new  information  that 
has  become  available  since  preparation  of  the  FEIR  that  would  alter  the  CEQA  Findings 
previously  adopted  by  the  Board. 

Section  17.  General  Plan  and  Other  Findings.  The  Board  finds  and  declares  that  the 
proposed  Project  is  (i)  in  conformity  with  the  priority  policies  of  Section  101.1(b)  of  the  City 
Planning  Code,  (ii)  in  accordance  with  Section  4.105  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter  and 
Section  2A. 53(f)  of  the  City  Administrative  Code,  and  (iii)  consistent  with  the  City's  General 
Plan,  and  adopts  the  findings  of  the  City  Planning  Department,  as  set  forth  in  the  General 
Plan  Referral  Report,  dated  July  6/l^|oS    .  2008,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  Board  in  File  No.  080663  and  incorporates  said  findings  by  reference. 

Section  18.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  officials,  employees  and 
agents  of  the  City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved, 
confirmed  and  ratified. 

Section  19.  General  Authority.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 
Board,  the  Mayor,  the  City  Treasurer,  the  City  Administrator,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  of  the  City  and  the  Controller  are  each  hereby  authorized  and  directed  in  the 
name  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  take  any  and  all  steps  and  to  issue  and  deliver  any  and  all

The  form  of  the  Facilities 
Lease,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  City  or  her  designee  (together  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  City,  the  "Clerk  of  the  Board"),  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  or  his  designee

Approval  of  the  Form  of  Trust  Agreement:  Authorization  to  Select  the 
Trustee.  The  form  of  the  Trust  Agreement,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to 
execute  the  Trust  Agreement,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to 
such  execution,  with  such  changes,  additions,  modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Mayor  may 
make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  10  hereof.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the

Section  5.     Authorization  for  the  Certificates.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
Trustee  to  execute  and  deliver  the  Certificates  in  accordance  with  the  Trust  Agreement  (as 
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defined  herein).  The  Certificates  shall  be  comprised  of,  and  designated  as,  the  "City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  Certificates  of  Participation,  Series  2009B  (IVIoscone  Center 
Improvement  Project)"  or  such  other  designation  as  determined  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  payment  dates, 
the  prepayment  provisions,  the  rates  at  which  the  interest  evidenced  thereby  is  calculated, 
and  all  other  terms  of  the  Certificates,  subject  to  the  following  limitations:  the  Certificates  shall 
represent  Base  Rental  payments  the  principal  components  of  which  shall  not  exceed  an 
aggregate  amount  of  $45,000,000  and  the  interest  components  of  which  shall  be  calculated 
using  a  rate  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  To  the  extent  deemed  necessary 
or  desirable  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  this  Board  authorizes  the  procurement  of  credit 
enhancement  for  the  Certificates,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  municipal  bond  insurance 
and/or  a  debt  service  reserve  fund  surety  bond  or  insurance  policy.  Notwithstanding  Section 
10  hereof,  the  documents  authorized  herein  may  be  modified  or  amended  to  facilitate  the 
procurement  of  credit  enhancement  for  the  Certificates  or  to  secure  a  Trustee,  to  the  extent 
deemed  necessary  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney 
of  the  City  {the  "City  Attorney"). 

Section  6.     Description  of  Leased  Property;  Certain  Findings  and  Determinations. 
The  Leased  Property  shall  consist  of  the  following  City-owned  properties:  (i)  Bill  Graham  Civic 
Auditorium,  99  Grove  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  (ii)  the  office  building  located  at  25 
Van  Ness  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  California  and  (iii)  any  other  property  deemed  by  the 
Director  of  Real  Estate  to  be  suitable  for  such  purpose.  The  Board  hereby  finds  and 
determines  as  follows  with  respect  to  the  Facilities  Lease,  the  Lease  Agreement  and  the 
Leased  Property: 

A.      The  Board  hereby  finds  and  determines  that  the  Competitive  Bidding 
Procedures  (as  used  in  Section  23.30  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code)  for  the 
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Facilities  Lease  are  impractical  or  impossible.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  lease  of  the 
Leased  Property,  pursuant  to  the  Facilities  Lease,  to  the  Trustee  selected  pursuant  to  this 
resolution,  in  furtherance  of  a  proper  public  purpose.  The  leaseback  of  the  Leased  Property 
pursuant  to  the  Lease  is  not  subject  to  the  requirements  of  Section  23.30  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  and  the  Board  hereby  directs  that  such  leaseback  be  accomplished 
without  regard  to  such  requirements. 

B.  Based  on  the  information  provided  to  the  Board  by  City  staff  in  connection  with 
this  resolution,  which  information  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  the  Board  hereby  finds 
and  determines  that  the  maximum  annual  Base  Rental  set  forth  in  Section  3  hereof  does  not 
exceed  the  annual  fair  rental  value  of  the  Leased  Property. 

Section  7.      Use  of  Proceeds  of  the  Certificates.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the 
expenditure  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Certificates  for  the  payment  of  costs  of  the  Project,  the 
funding  of  debt  service  reserves,  the  payment  of  costs  of  issuance,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  legal  and  other  professional  fees  and  amounts  for  credit  enhancement,  capitalized  interest 
and  any  other  costs  incidental  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates.

Any 
reimbursement  allocation  of  proceeds  of  the  Certificates  to  be  made  with  respect  to 
expenditures  incurred  prior  to  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates  (excluding  certain 
de  minimis  expenditures  and  preliminary  expenditures  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty 
percent  (20%)  of  the  issue  price  of  the  Certificates)  will  occur  not  later  than  eighteen  (18) 
months  after  the  later  of  (i)  the  date  on  which  the  expenditure  is  paid,  or  (ii)  the  date  on  which 
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the  facilities  are  placed  in  service,  but  in  no  event  more  than  three  (3)  years  after  the 
expenditure  is  paid.] 

Section  9.     General  Authority.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Controller,  the

Resolution  approving  and  authorizing  agreements  for  the  modification  of  an  existing 
MUNI  easement  in  exchange  for  fee  interest  In  a  portion  of  the  original  easement  area 
and  rail  transit  improvements  for  the  J-Church  line  at  21®*  Street  and  Chattanooga

Resolution  approving  Port  Commission  Lease  No.  L-14584  with  TCHO  Ventures,  Inc. 
{"TCHO")  for  a  five  (5)  year  term  for  certain  real  property  located  at  Pier  17  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (the  "Burton  Act")  and  the  San 
Francisco  Charter  Section  4.1 14  empower  the  San  Francisco  Port  Commission  with  the 
power  and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage,  regulate  and  control  the  lands 
within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Port  Resolution  No.  93-52  the  Port's  Retail  Leasing  Policy,  Inc.  it  is 
the  policy  of  the  Port  Commission  to  competitively  bid  retail  opportunities  by  the  issuance  of  a 
Request  for  Proposal  ("RFP"),  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Retail  Leasing  Policy  does  allow  for  direct  negotiation 
of  retail  leases  with  existing  tenants  if:  (I)  the  Tenant  is  a  tenant  in  good  standing,  (II)  the 
direct  and  indirect  benefits  exceed  the  benefits  of  a  public  offering,  (III)  the  Tenant's  existing 
lease  term  does  not  support  its  business  plan  and  strategy  for  significant  capital  investment 
into  Port  property,  (IV)  the  investment  will  benefit  the  Port,  and  if  the  benefits  of  direct 
negotiation  outweigh  the  benefits  of  competitive  bidding,  (V)  if  the  Tenant  has  a  good  record 
of  non-discrimination  in  its  hiring  and  retail  practices  and  is  committed  to  adhering  to  a 
program  of  non-discrimination  during  the  term  of  the  proposed  lease;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Port  Commission  determined  that  TCHO  met  the  criteria  for  direct 
negotiations:  (I)  TCHO  is  a  tenant  in  good  standing,  (II)  TCHO's  current  lease  term  does  not 
support  its  business  plan  and  strategy  for  significant  capital  investment  into  Port  property,  (III) 
TCHO  is  the  highest  and  best  use  for  Pier  17  since  the  Port  could  typically  only  attract  storage 
and  warehouse  use  which  provide  lesser  benefit  to  the  Port,  and  these  types  of  tenants  would 
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not  be  willing  or  have  the  necessary  resources  to  make  significant  capital  investment  into

Resolution  changing  the  name  of  Chelsea  Place  In  the  downtown  district  to  "Timothy 
Pflueger  Place,"  in  recognition  of  Timothy  Pflueger's  many  contributions  to  the  City  of 
San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  Timothy  Pflueger  was  born  in  1892  in  San  Francisco  and  grew  up  in  the 
Mission  District,  where  he  lived  most  of  his  life  at  1015  Guerrero  Street;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition  to  being  a  partner  in  the  architectural  firm,  Miller  &  Pflueger  in 
San  Francisco,  which  designed  many  major  landmark  buildings,  Pflueger  was  also  a  major 
contributor  to  the  culture  of  the  city  where  he  lived  until  his  sudden  death  in  1946;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pflueger  became  an  architectural  draftsman  in  San  Francisco,  working  as 
a  young  teenager,  beginning  his  career  during  the  rebuilding  of  the  city  amid  the  rubble  of  the 
Great  Earthquake  and  Fire  of  1906,  joined  the  San  Francisco  Architectural  Club,  where,  in 
addition  to  his  early  work  at  the  downtown  firm  Miller  &  Colmesnil,  he  continued  to  learn  the 
architectural  trade,  was  taught  in  the  Beaux  Arts  style,  and  designed  his  first  building,  a 
country  church,  known  as  Our  Lady  of  the  Wayside  in  Portola  Valley,  completed  in  1912,  and 
now  a  California  Registered  Historical  Landmark;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pflueger  continued  to  show  talent  as  a  young  architect  and  subsequently 
designed  the  Castro  Theatre  in  1922  and  the  Alhambra  Theatre  in  1926  for  the  Nasser 
Brothers,  both  designated  San  Francisco  Landmarks,  and  after  becoming  a  partner  with 
James  R.  Miller,  his  mentor,  and  through  a  contract  with  Pacific  Telephone  &  Co.  with  Miller  & 
Pflueger  and  architect  Alexander  Aimwell  Cantin,  designed  the  city's  first  real  high-rise 
skyscraper,  the  Telephone  Building,  completed  in  1925,  followed  by  450  Sutter  in  1929,  two 
iconic  and  influential  skyscrapers  in  the  Moderne  or  Ziggurat  style  of  the  Jazz  Age,  now 
referred  to  as  Art  Deco;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Pflueger  also  designed  the  Paramount  Theatre  in  Oakland,  now  a 
National  Historic  Landmark,  two  San  Francisco  Stock  Exchanges,  several  public  schools, 
theatres  in  the  city  and  beyond,  several  cocktail  lounges  after  the  end  of  Prohibition,  including 
the  famous  "Top  of  the  Mark"  in  the  Mark  Hopkins  Hotel  and  the  Cirque  Room  in  the  Fairmont 
Hotel,  the  Union  Square  Garage,  the  I.  Magnin  flagship  store  in  Union  Square  and  many 
homes  in  San  Francisco  and  on  the  Peninsula;  and 

WHEREAS,  Throughout  his  lifetime,  Pflueger  loved  to  work  with  artists  and  integrated 
their  work  into  his  architecture,  especially  local  ones  including  Ralph  Stackpole,  Robert 
Boardman  Howard,  Esther  Bruton,  Sargent  Johnson,  and  the  famous  Mexican  muralist  Diego 
Rivera,  who  Pflueger  brought  to  San  Francisco  in  1930  and  again  in  1940  on  commission  to 
paint  murals  in  conjunction  with  his  work,  murals  that  still  adorn  walls  in  private  and  public 
spaces  in  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Art  Association  and  a  founding  director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Museum  of  Art,  now  known  as  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  where 
Pflueger  was  an  influential  director  who  made  many  major  contributions  to  the  architectural 
and  cultural  fabric  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco  in  his  40-year  career  as  a  San  Francisco 
architect,  and  to  the  lives  of  his  clients,  builders,  engineers,  artists  and  artisans  who  enjoyed 
working  with  him  and  others  in  his  office  in  San  Francisco,  where  he  was  loved  by  family  and 
friends  and  where  many  of  his  contributions  are  extant  and  still  admired  by  San  Franciscans 
and  visitors  today;  now,  therefore,  be  it

[Prevailing  wages  for  (1)  workers  doing  janitorial  services  and  (2)  workers  in  public  off-street 
parking  lots,  garages,  or  auto  storage  facilities.] 

Resolution  fixing  prevailing  wage  rates  for  (1)  workers  performing  work  under  City 
contracts  for  janitorial  services;  (2)  workers  performing  work  in  public  off-street 
parking  lots,  garages,  or  storage  facilities  for  automobiles  on  property  owned  or  leased 
by  the  City. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  requires  that  prevailing 
wage  rates  be  paid  on  work  performed  under  City  contracts,  as  follows: 

(1)  Janitorial  Services  Contracts.  Administrative  Code  Section  21.25-1  requires  that 
City  contracts  for  janitorial  services  to  be  performed  at  facilities  owned  or  leased  by  the  City 
provide  that  individuals  performing  janitorial  services  under  the  contract  be  paid  not  less  than 
the  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  wages  for  holiday  and  overtime  work,  and  fringe 
benefits  or  an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  in 
which  the  contract  is  being  performed;  and 

(2)  Parking  Lot/Garage/Auto  Storage  Facility  Contracts.  Administrative  Code  Section 
21 .25-2  requires  that  leases,  management  agreements,  and  other  City  contracts  for  the 
operation  of  a  public  off-street  parking  lot,  garage,  or  storage  facility  for  automobiles  on 
property  owned  or  leased  by  the  City  provide  that  employees  as  defined  in  Section  21 .25- 
2(a)(3)  working  at  the  parking  lot,  garage,  or  storage  facility  be  paid  not  less  than  the 
prevailing  rate  of  wages,  including  wages  for  holiday  and  overtime  work,  and  fringe  benefits  or 
an  equivalent  amount,  as  paid  in  private  employment  for  similar  work  in  the  area  where  the 
lease,  management  agreement,  or  contract  is  being  performed;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  the  foregoing  purposes,  Administrative  Code  Sections  21 .25-1  and 

21.25-2  respectively  require  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (the  "Board")  annually  to  fix  and 
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determine  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages  paid  in  private  employment  in  San  Francisco  for 
janitorial  services;  and  for  workers  in  public  off-street  parking  lots,  garages,  or  automobile 
storage  facilities;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  aid  the  Board  in  the  aforementioned  determinations  of  prevailing  wage 
rates.  Administrative  Code  Sections  21.25-1  and  21-25.2  respectively  require  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  ("the  Commission")  to  furnish  to  the  Board  relevant  data  as  to  prevailing  wage 
rates;  and 

WHEREAS,  For  that  purpose  the  Commission  at  its  September  15,  2008  meeting 
considered  the  issue  of  prevailing  wages  and  a  report  on  that  subject  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Human  Resources  (the  "DHR  report"),  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the

WHEREAS,  New  products  and  protocols  are  being  developed  to  address  the  need  for 
changes  in  the  way  electricity  is  produced  and  delivered;  and 

WHEREAS,  New  developments  in  the  area  of  Smart  Grid  technology  and  protocols 
may  provide  significant  improvements  in  energy  delivery  systems;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  federal  government  has  addressed  Smart  Grid  development  in  the 
National  Energy  Independence  and  Security  Act,  Section  1301  of  Title  XIII,  signed  in 
December  2007;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Energy  Commission  has  initiated  a  study  effort  called 
Defining  the  Pathway  to  the  California  Smart  Grid  of  2020, '\n  order  to  provide  guidance  for 
state  policies  on  Smart  Grid  development;  and 

WHEREAS,  Smart  Grid  technologies  can  integrate  the  delivery  of  electricity  with

[Commemorating  65^^  Anniversary  of  Repeal  of  1882  Chinese  Exclusion  Act] 

Resolution  commemorating  December  17,  2008  as  the  65*^  Anniversary  of  the  repeal  of 
the  1882  Chinese  Exclusion  Act,  which  was  the  first  significant  restriction  on  free 
immigration  in  United  States  history. 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  of  1882  and  subsequent  versions  represent 
one  of  the  few,  if  not  the  only,  times  in  which  the  United  States  enacted  law  with  specific 
racial  biases  against  a  portion  of  its  peoples,  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  people  were  specified  to  be  of  Chinese  ancestry,  and  was  later  to 
include  people  of  other  specific  races  and  ethnicity;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Exclusion  Act  resulted  in  decades  of  racial  harassment, 
overtly  hostile  discrimination,  violence,  and  even  murder  -  all  justified  by  the  existence  of  the 
Chinese  Exclusion  Act  and  its  related  state  laws  against  the  Chinese;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  overriding  human  consequence  was  the  separation  of  families, 
results  of  which  are  still  being  felt  by  Chinese  Americans  to  this  day;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  consequent  legal  injustice  was  the  abrogation  of  civil  rights  of  a 
particular  group  of  American  inhabitants,  namely  the  Chinese  of  America,  based  solely  on 
race;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  repeal  marked  a  significant  turning  point  and  reversal  of  American 
civic  philosophy  and  policy  away  from  race-based  tenets;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
commemorate  December  17,  2008  as  the  anniversary  of  that  significant  day  in  American 
history  leading  toward  a  more  inclusive  and  equitable  United  States.

WHEREAS,  It  is  necessary  to  procure  the  services  of  a  qualified  Construction 
Management  firm  to  provide  specialized  construction  management  services  to  supplement 
SFPUC  staff  through  the  Agreement  No.  CS-917,  San  Joaquin  Regional  Construction 
Management  Services;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  estimated  cost  of  services  is  up  to  $28,000,000,  subject  to  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  subsequent  consideration  and  action  on  the
